May Be Fierce Fight.

After dr-.sultory llring Just before dawn, 
a strong ;idvancc was made in the 
soutlnvi.'st part of P^M-a. Tlie attack- 
ing forces spread out in .a long lino 
and m;ule ;in assault upon the iMathka 
and- Tasch Klsehla barracks, soutii of 
the palace, whore they mot with a 
stubborn roslstcnce. 

'Military Precision. 

The invaders continued to advunco 
in three 'columns with the utmoist pre- 
cision, and occupied all the points of 
vantage. The volunteers from Glivo- 
gi^ll n eelved their baptism of fire from 
Matchka, but they stood their ground 
well and replied with steady volley.'^i. 
The strength of the volijnteQrs Avas 
overwhelming, and the MBtlchka gar- 
rison soon nurrendered. 

Almost imnicdlatc'l.v the royal .sol- 
diers In the Ta.Mch Kiselila barnick.s 
on the ojiiKLsitc oi]eni!d lire with

- , , , Many Casualties 

Tlie number of casiiaUlcs probably 
never will bo known, byi|t It is estimat- 
ed far into tho thouBjuuis. The pri- 
vate, houses within i^ci lino of lire 
suffered grcrttly. 

One of the heavy losses of tho par- 
liamentary forces 'occurred through tho 
nilsuso of tho v,rhlto flag by the bc- 
selged barrack.s. For more than an 
hour tho machine guns of tlie attack- 
ing party.; pSiirjsa a .hairof shots Into 
tho garrlsonV a'nd then the defenders 
hoisted tho white flag. Infantry moved 
forward to the o])en, and the gun iiro 
was suspended. When the battalion 
wiii wltliin four liundrcd yards of tho 
barracks tho guns behind the wahs 
0|)eniMl up a detidiy lire on tlioni, U7 
bein.g killed and 300 wounded. In one- 
fiuarter some six thousand or seven 
thousand troops were engaged in tlie 
conlilct, but witli the torrllic exchange 
of shots,- few non-combatants were 
killed. Hialf .6t . the Salonika chas- 
seurs, who' wore brought from tho 
country districts several months ago 
and placed in the Yildiz garrison by 
the committee of Union and Progress, 
and who took a jiromlnent part in the 
recent nuitin.v, f(^II (igliting tir.der- 
neatli the l)arraoks, where they had 
murdered most of their ofllccrs only 
ten days ago. In the iioekets of some 
of tlie dead were foimd large sums of 
money In gold, which It is assumed 
was tho price of tlieir loyalty. 

At noon the battle ceased, and pro- 
cautionary measures were immediate- 
ly taken liy those upon whom, victory 
had rested to pnsure the safety Of the 
residents. General satisfaction see'med 
to be felt at the swift change from 
uncertainty to constitutional order. 
Sultan's Position ' 

Should the Sultan remain In ofiico 
it will be merely in a nominal way. 
His allowance will be greatly restrict- 
ed, and he will have no means for 
further agitation should his mind, turn 
again in this direction. 

It is creditably reported thai the 
Sultan has distributed within recent 
days 2,000,000 pounds, Tiirki.sh, to the 
troops. The (uiestlon of liis deposl- 
lliui or ills t'xecution can hardly be 
considered a poysiblUty. He has boon 
tried, it is true, and condemned In 
the minds of tlie committee of TInion 
and I'logross as imtrnstworth.v, but It 
Is authoritatively stated that he will 
be allowed to remain whore ho Is tor 
tho present. The city, never before 
was known to be so Qulot as it is 
tonight, and It Is generally believed 
that once the military situation Is dis- 
posed of an Investigation will be made 
ns to the authors of tho recent events, 
and the ciuestion of tho throne will bp 
considered.. It Is Intended to clear 
Constantinople of -the old garrisons, 
the majority of whom will be sent to 
Salonika. 

Sciiefket Pash.n, came Into tho cii'l- 
tal at four o'clock In tlie afternoon, 
lie visited all the constitutional out- 
posts and forces in tlie eit.v, and was 
acclaimed and cheerod whorover ho 
went, 

Correspondonls Wounded. 

Several Amerlcnns wore wounded dur- 
ing tliu figlitln.g, IncUiilIng l'"'roderlck 
Moore and Harry G. Dwight, both cor- 
respondents, and Alex 0.,GarK" lie, of 
tho- American embassy. Moore's wife, 
who Is an Englishwoman, is caring for 
lilm at the French hospital. Atonre, at 
tho time lie was wounded, was wntoli- 
Ing tho operations tlirongh a lleld-gla.s.s. 
Tiy Ids side stood a Greek, taking iiho- 
tf)i,-i'ai)lis. The two had iiroba'dy nt- 
triicli'il llip attention of tlie Turkish 
marksnien, The luillot pnsserl through 
Moore's nock and kllliMl a native l)nlihid 
liim. Dwight. wlio Is a ninga-/,ine writer, 
WHS under fire for some time. lie wns 
shot while cndeavorlni,' to reach '^Oii- 
slantlnople from a vlllagi^ a few ndi,s 
out. I''indlng the approaches to the city 
closed, ho Kpcured a rowhoat and jiiade 
his way down the Bosphorus past tlio 
Yildiz Kiosk. The water around Ills 
boat was conatantly splashed by E'pcnt 
hullets. 

Ashell emlieddeil Itself In the wall 
of the residence of tlie Eelglau nilnlK- 
liir, but injured no one. Throe sliots 
passed through the windows of tlio 
Cionrtan 'embassy,, while there were flfty 
bullet boles in the residence • of < the 



Gorman consul 'general. An Italian sea- 
man on the guardship Galleo was killed 
on the deck of the vussol. 

Fought Desperately. 
' A fine view was had of tho ongago- 
inent nt tlie Tasch ICischla ^oarracks 
from tho roof garden of the German 
embassy. Dr. Von Miguel, cpncillor of 
tile embassy, and the military and. na- 
val attaches, were among .those ' who 
witnessed the fight. The Yildiz Kiosk 
was about 2ij00 yards distant, and tho 
iKirraelts w.ts almo.st hlowji awiiy. Not 
loss than five hundred of tho garrison 
llnally reti-eated by tho roar gales, 
dragging machine guns with tliom. They 
fought In the Turkish graveyard, which 
fronts on the Ginbassy, until flfty of 
them wore Itllicd, and- more than o hun- 
dred woumled. Then they liblsted tlio 
white flag and surrendered. The troops 
who were nuulo prisoners were convc.ved 
under strong escort to StanHioul and 
placed in the war offlCi' grounds. A:^ 
llipy passed tiiroiiKli the slreet.s of 
I'orn, whicli so lately echoed their gale- 
ties, surrounded by dusty SUn-brown'ed 
Salonllta lighting men, they looked sul- 
len and dejected, and seemed to rosont 
deeply tliidr defeat nt tlie hands uf fol- 
low MosIeniK, The people on the streets 
were impressed with the quick falo 
which had overtaken the mutineers. This 
conflict between Moslem and Moslem 
lias bad a, profound effect upon tlin 
Turks, and It is feared that it may 'oc- 
conie tlio .seed of further trouble. 

Questlon('<l ns to why they tired 
upon the Salnnllca .'loldier.s. one of the 
prisoners replied tliat they h.id arms 
and would he cowards In surieiider 
without a shot. Had not their offleeis 
hidden tlio keys of the store-rooms, 
where the guns and ninmnnltlon were 
kept, they would have mndo tho Mace- 
donian troops dance to a different tune. 
Apparently the officers In general mn<le 
no effort to help the soldiers, In re- 
venge for their recent prosecution, when 
it is estimated more than ono hundred 
and fifty officers were murdered by the 
men. • 
Looters Executed. 

l.,ondon, April 24.— A special dispatch 
from Constantinople says that several 
looters wore caught red-handed .and 
summarily executed. 'Street (Iglitlug, 
tho dispatch Hays, by detacliod forces, 
was gonoral during the morning, ar>

There Is not the least dotibt that If 

yesterday had not been a half holiday 
the Y. M. C. A. fund would liiive pass- 
ed the $60,000 mark. There are yet 
l^ve days more of campaigning to be 
done, and in that time $40,000 must ho 
raised. The campaign has been cun- 
ducted with much excellent judgment. 
^Thus there has been no siieclal uit'orL 
to ehllst the assistance of the richer 
■and older citizens. A 'fe\y of them 
ijave been asked to contribute uiid 
have done so, but those in cliarge of 
the worii thought It wise to deinon- 
sprate that a very large proporLuni of 
.'what Is needed can be raifivd I'rom 
amongst men of iiiodi.rati' miaus and 
•tiie people who will personally l)i:iuMit 
by the proposed buil'ling. The mioees.s 
which has attended the effort thus di- 
rected Is hlijlily ijratifyint'. Noxt w. t>!c 
a vigorou.s lut of work will be under- 
taken and people, who can afford to 
give largely, will be siven an oi)por- 
tunlty of doing .so. This will o.\plain 
why " many .such people liave not al- 
ready been approaeiied. Tliey liavi.' not 
beeij foi-gotten; the workers before go- 
ing to them wanted to show what 
could be done among the smaller glv- 
i§rs. The largest contribution.s have 
been volunteered, and we think we 
may say that other voiunteei.s will he 
cordially welcomed. It would .save the 
time of the workers if peoi>le, who 
vyish to give from Sl.OOO to ;j,-,,000 or 
more would telephone their desire to 
headciuarters. Tliere are people in 
Victoria who could eacli give the re- 
quired 540,000 without knowing- it af- 
ter they had lilled out the cheek, but 
it would be better to liave eiglit peo- 
ple give $5,000 each. The promoters of 
the campaign wish to have as many 
•subscribers as possible to tlio fimd, 
and there Is no hard and fast rule tiiat 
only $100,000 will be accepted. There- 
fore subscriptions of any magnitudo, 
and the larger the better, will be gladly 
recelvotl.

As has been announced, the uncer- 
tainty as to the exact movements of 
A. J. Dawson, the editor ot the British 
■Bmi)lre new.si)appr, rendered it Impos- 
sible for the arriuigoments to be made 
'for.^'hlm- to address the Canadian Club 
In this citv. 'We have been able, how- 
ever,- to obtain from Jlr. Dawson full 
particulars of the speech he would 
have delivered to the Canadian .Club 
here, and have much pleasure. In ipre- 
sonting our readers witli tihe following 
Interesting address: 

While 1 deeply regret that circum- 
stances have robbed me of the .oppor- 
tunity of meeting my fello-\v;/7nftSmD'ers 
of the Canadian Club, here in ' -this 
beauUful city of Victoria, I want to 
say tHa't the club'.s invitation Is a kind- 
ness and a piece of hospitality re- 
garding which t am to the full as ap- 
preciative as I could be of any lun- 
cheon we imlght have had together. I 
s.ild ''my 'fellow members of the Cana- 
dian clu'b," and said It deliberately. It 
is only a few days since I learned for 
the lirst time that It was possible for a 
man, other than a Canadian, to,beeome 
a member of' this great organization. 
Tliat was in Winnipeg, and I want to 
tell jou that within two hours of the 
time at which I learned this interesting 
fact. I iiad been- duly enrolled as a 
member of the Canadian club in Win- 
nipeg, and very proud I am of the 
honor. 

I think the Canadian club combines 
the hospitality of the Arab with tiio 
shrewd and practical commorisonse of 
the imost practical people in the world; 
the people of the great now nation of 
Canada. The comparison is really too 
nattering to the Arab. The Arab is 
fond of telling you that his house and 
all in It Is yours; hut he has a way 
of liking to get from you beforehand 
a list of the presents you are preptued 
to give lilm* Now the mera'bers of the 
Canadian club do not merely give food 
and hospitality to their guests; they 
give their ears as well; and when you 
come to think of it, in these rushing 
days of purs that gift ot hearing and 
attention is a very generous one. 

Tho Canadian club. In my opinion, 
lias given tho Dominion a unique re- 
putation In the matter of hospitality 
to its visitors; and It has given your 
visitors very great privileges. It has 
glv/-'ii them a means of learning to 
know and be known to tlie thinking 
men of Canada, which I consider a 
boon beyond price. Your club has giv- 
en mo its hospitality during tho past 
few years all tlie way from the At- 
lantic to th6 Pacific.' There Is no body 
In Canada to which I owe more; there 
are no men in the -svorld to whom I 
am more grateful than the 'members 
of the Canadian cluh. 

^Vhen it became known in the office 
of the Empire newspaper wliioh I try 
to edit, that I was going to Canada 
again, some of my colleagues remarked 
—with more of en'vy than of courtesy, 
I think — that I was evidently seeking 
to evade the rigors of tho English win- 
ter — loo long drawn out — and exchange 
(hem for the delights of the Canadbin 
spring. I must -admit that recent cli- 
matic conditions ' In ' my beloved 
country gave color to tlie charge; 
they provided what you might 
call a strong circumstantial 
prima facte case.. But I was not guilty, 
Mr. Chairman. It is true that Cana- 
dian weather suits me a good deal 
iietter than the weather we have been 
having on the other side during the 
past few months. But the tiling that 
brings me to your shores again so 
cr,miianitively soon after my last visit, 
i.s suini'thing that goe.s deeper than 
chilblains and colds in the head- 
though the^e have gone pretty deep in 
England this year. 

Personally, I am of opinion that all 
editors and writers ought to visit 
Canada just us often as they can; and 
I am (lulte sure that ministers and 
members of the Parliament we call 
Imperial, and hope one day to niaico 
really Imperial, ought to. 

The Publicist's Need 
Publicist is an ugly but convenient 
word. Taking it to mean a man who 
jntliienees the imbllc in some way, I 
would .«ay that no publicist of our 
family, no iiiibllcist In the British Em- 
jiii-e, can be really up-to-date unless 
lie visits Canada jiretty often. To bo 
up-to-ilat(,' with regard to the Brit- 
ish iLiiipii-e one imiKt be in touch with 
the biggi'st (li've'loiiing agimcles, tho 
hig^csi forci's for progress and ad- 
vancement within tho Empire. Today 
I am not at all singular in placing 
Canada at the head of such agencies 
and forces and influences; though even 
three years ago I might, in some quar 
ters have Ix eii charged with a certain 
(•xaggi'ratloii, as Indeed 1 was, towards 
the i nd of I'.iOT, for declaring In jirlnt 
ami ill six'ecli, that Canada.'s progress 
',va." thi- mi.isi vit.'illy important .'ind 
.^igniliea 111 thing In the British Empire 
toila.s'. lint slncf^ then a good deal of 
water has passed under the brlilges 
and moKl of It seems to have brought 
knowledge and ap|)reclatlon of tho Do 
minion; the leader ot the Big Five, 
and clilof among the new nations of 
the ICmplre. 

For instance, Ihe Big Five, the great 
Oversea States that Canada leads so 
finely, had no recognized mouthpiece 
in the Old 'World then, and they liave 
now. There was no standard of Em- 
pire then, and there is now. One is 
supiiosed to be modest and rellcent 
about anything with which one's sc.'lC 
is connected. Well, I am sorry, but I 
have no siiark of mod(tsty, and mItrlUy 
11 1 tie retici'iiee where the Empire 
newsiiaiier is concerned. 

Working for tin.' Empire In any ca- 
pacity whatever is highly educational 
in the matter of bringing home to 
one reeognitlon of one's own personal 
insignillcance and unlniportance. One 
reali/.e.H pretty soon that one Is no 
more than a cog-whe'id In tlie iiiaeliine. 
But the machine is u iiiiglity big 
thing. So far from getting any mod- 
est iiotlims about tliat, or about tho 
Emplri . and the. -Work that lies before 
the men of our race in consolidating 
that I'liiiiilre and safeguarding it for 
our ehildron; on tho contrary one Iie- 
comes day by day more deeply iin- 
pres.se(l with the magnitude of 'it all, 
and the vital Importance of Its bear- 
ing, not alone ujion our family, but 
upon civilization and human progress 
generally. Dlsauter for tho British 
JSmpIre would be disaster for Christen- 



dom; it would put back tho clock of 
human progress, and shackle chains 
about the feet' of all mankind. 

A Canadian friend of mine, at my 
own . table in England, apologized to 
me for talking shop, and I told him 
that if he ran an ice-cream barrow 
I would rather hear hlrri talk of ico 
cream barrows than anything else, be- 
cause on that subject he ought to have 
something to teach, some information 
worth Importing, I have lieurd Cana- 
dians and Au.stralians and English- 
men accused of bragging; of not be- 
ing sutllclently reticent and modest 
about their countries, and..' thelr.'vEnA-' 
pine. I venture to 8ay^'that,vythla,^is"' 
mostly rubbish. Modesty. and reticence 
never carved pi-ogress and plenty out 
of forest and prairie. Where our na- 
tional life Is concerned, this sort of 
thing Is too perilously akin to apathy 
and iiarochlalism to bo useful. Where 
we as individuals are concerned, tho 
more of modesty and reticence tlio 
better; but we can gain nothing, and 
are more likely to lose much by under- 
statement, by glossing over, or by In- 
difference to the magnitude, and tlie. 
vital importance of our privUbges, our 
duties and responsibilities, as citizens 
of the greatest Empire the world has 
even seen. 

Tho Empire Newspaper 
When I was here at the beginning 
k)f lust year, It was to tell you that 
the Empire Journal was coming, and 
that one of the chief objects of- its ox- 
Istfence was to act 'as a medium for 
tho expression ot Canada to Great 
Britain and the rest of tho Empire. 
Among the big newspaper -proprietors 
of the Old Country I know thoro was 
one whose: newspaper policy was more 
broadly Imperialist in its nature than 
the others; whoso views and aims 
came nearer to emiirueiiiH Giv.iter Brit- 
ain as well as Great Britain than the 
others. To him I had taken tho idea 
of the Empire newspaper, and from 
him obtained immediate and practical 
backing for it. To ensure success in 
practice I knew that the influence of 
a big man and a big organization 
would be essential. The Idea was all 
j'Vglit, but I would never liave ven- 
tured to ask for Canada's siii)port and 
co-ojieration in it, as I did last year. 
If n big man with a big organization 
under his control had not been willing 
to take hold, and give It practical 
shape and being in the world. All this 
Mr. C. Arthur Pearson did; and I 
knew then that the scheme was safe, 
and that I was free to claim Canada's 
support in Canada's own service.' 

Before leaving England last month, 
I asked Mr. Pearson what message I 
could give from him to our friends In 
Canada. "Tell them," he said, "that 
the active men of the Mother Country, 
the men ot affairs, and the people who 
do things, are lost in admiration and 
respect, and full of tlie most Whole- 
hearted confidence, when they contem- 
plate tho wonderful forward march of 
the Dominion of Canada, not only into 
the loading place among the nations 
which it unquestionably is taking no 
and will occupy to the advantage of 
tho whole world and the glory of tlio 
British Empire. l\.'ll our friends In 
Canada I said the day draws momently 
and plainly nearer when not one class, 
but all classes — government and people, 
tho whole public of Great Britain, \yill 
give practical evidence of their recog- 
nition of. Canada's groat claims and 
equally great resources. One sees it 
drawing, pearer ever, day; the time of 
recoghlfion ' and' reciprocation. It 
comes, fully late; » yet ..not-too late, I 
think, because I believe Canada will be 

patient." ... , , ,. 

• -That Paper's! Work, ' v ' 
Now when the project of- producing 
an empire Journal — a platform in Great 
Britain for . Canada and Greater Bri- 
tain, a voice' in Canada and the other 
oversea .states for-'-Great Britain — was 
placed [before Cana<}a,\that ioiurig giant 
among the nations „at. pno.e .stretched 
forth d strong right hand "ofbenedic- 
tlon and active enthusiastic support. 
The work of the undertaking lies 
mainly in the service of the interests of 
Canada, and the other British oversea 
states which Canada so finely leads, by 
expounding their claims, resources and 
attractions to Great Britain and tho 
Empire. Hence, I argue that Canada 
must needs bi- interested in the work, 
and assuredly Canada has every right 
to tho fullest information I can give 
of Its progress so far. I am here to try 
and give some account of my stew- 
ardship so far of Canada's interests, 
and to gather advice and criticism for 
Its future conduct. . ' . 

Next month the Standard of Empire 
will celebrate Us lirst birthday. The 
first year of the life of a newspaper 
Is not quite like the lirst year of a 
human being's life; but newspapers, 
like men, must learn to walk before 
they can run, and they are very apt to 
make mlst.akifs at all times, but more 
especially in tlie early stages of tho 
tuition they receive from that greatest 
of all teachers — ^experience. Tliere is 
one respect in which the Standard of 
Empire has been a great deal more for- 
tunate than tho ordinary new Journal; 
It has from the .moment of its birth 
enjoyed ^ the incalculable benefit of the 
wtirm and practical goodwill and friend- 
ly ca-operatlon of a very wide circle of 
friends throughout this great Domin- 
ion, in the -Alother Country, and all 
over the Empire. 

There is also one respect in which 
wo move of necessity more slowly than 
the ordinary Journal: our readers' live, 
not in this town or that, nor in this 
country or the other ,but scattered 
over ovci'y quarter of a family estate 
which eover.'i nearly twelve million 
square miles, has a population . of just 
on four- hundred million souls, and, 
while united .in citizenship, Is divided 
by all the sevenTsetis. .■ ^ .

"general superintendent of the Canadian 
Northern with headquarters at, WIu-

The bonds of tlie new railway, which 
. liave been Issued by Xew York cap- 
italists, have been guaranteed by the 
Alberta government, and already con- 
struction work is under way. The 
railway l.s one of a very interesllntr 
character from many aspects.

■<*anada, but it will bring within tb.o 
r«ach of mankind some of that vast 
iifrlnge of agricultural and mineral

Old Scheme of Improving Gra- 
ver Pit Section Revived But 
In -Less Ambitious Form 



The i>roi)osltion advanced over two 
years ago liy ex-Ma.\-or .Morley for the 
improvement of that portion of the 
Spring Uidgo section in the immedi- 
ate neighborhood of tin- gravel jilts 
has been revived, though in a less aiiu 
bltlous form. Tlio preaence of the 
gravel pits and the detriment which 
residents of that section claim tlie un- 
sightly holes ,do to stirrounding prop- 
erty has long been a sore topic with 
owners there. The first scheme con- 
templated tho levelling of the road- 
ways, tho lowering of residences along 
tho thoroughfares affected, and In 
fact tho pi'oposltlon smacked some- 
what of ono of .Seattle's regrado 
schemes. The Intention tlien was also 
for the city to exiiroprlato a large por- 
tion of the area affected, but it was 
the excessive cn^jt of the whole work 
which then effectually' killed tho 
seli'enie. Tiie city engineer estimated 
tho cost of tho llrst scheme at over 
$100,000, a prohibitive figure, whlcji 
the owners affected refused to sanc- 
tion. 

■\\'itbin the past month or two the 
necessity of some action towards Im- 
proving the Sijrliig Ridge section ha.s 
again com(^ uii. A comniittoe com- 
posed of Aldermen Fullerton, Huniber 
and Stewart- was recently a])i)ointed to 
confer wit^i.-a oommltfeo of Spring 
Ridge residents, /yesterday this joint 
committee' met at rihe r.esldenoo of J. 
G. Brown, Spring Illdgoj ,when the pre- 
liminary, step's .In fdrmlhg'soroe deflhlte 
scheme of improvement were taken. 
.Tust what the committee will decide 
upon will not ho known for some time 
as the iiroposed work Is ono of such 
magnitude that plana will have to bo 
carefully arranged. As soon as the 
proposition is brought Into some de- 
finite shape it will be suhniltted to 
those owners who would bo affected 
by the iiuttlng through of the improve- 
ment work, and if acceptable to thorn 
tho matter Will come before tho city 
council. When tho question of fin- 
ancing tho scheme will' bo considered.

Yves, of li'rance, at, the Amfrican 
league grdiindsi toi?lffl»t At ' ho time 
was the result ' of- tee race In doubt. 

Shrubb at the qutaet assumed a 
pace thai, -the Frenchman could not 
fuUow. "When eight rolles hud been 
C'Jvercd, lie ht il secured a lead of two 
laps, ond thl-s seemed to content him 
for lu; ran tlii remainder of the race 
at Kl. Yves' sklo. 

During the last two miles of the 
race St. Yves made frantic efforts to 
catch him, but of no avail. Shrubb's 
time for the race, 1 hour, 26 minutes 
and 12 seconds, wa.s over four min- 
utes behind tlie professional record 
and nearly six minutes behind the 
amateur marlc. The night was cold 
and windy, and this probably effected 
t!ic ruimers. 

St. Yves was the first to appear on 
the track, but he preceded Shrubb by 
only a momant. Tho crown gave the 
runners a noisy v/elcome. Prelimin- 
aries were qulclcly. arranged. The 
pistol rang out and the men were off 
\vltli . a, Inirst of apeed at 8,02 sharp. 
Shrubb' started with his usual grace- 
ful stride, while St Yves went oft with 
the stadr.t. patter, which served him bo 
well iri' the Marathon derby. 

Slirubb in Lead 

In the first lap Shrubb opened up a 
lead of r.hout -0 yards, and increased 
it gradually as tho race progressed, In 
the fourtli lap St. Yves appeared to 
get a bit oorvous, and put on mofo 
speed, but Shrubb not only held him, 
but Increased his pace so that at the

Shrubb content 
to hold' his established load of two 
laps, ran beside the Frenchman dur- 
ing the next three miles. Shrubb'a 
time- wa» 1;14: IS for -thlr.teenrntlles. - 
Shrubb Finishes Strong 

Tho pace had siacUenod consider- 
ably, and tho time for the distance 
was slow. St. Yves sprinted again 
during the fourteenth mile, .and for a 
brief time, he drew away, but Shrubb 
let out a link and soon caught him. 
Shrubb flni'shod tho fourteen miles in 
1,20:17. 

In the last mile the Fronchmnn re- 
duced Shrubb's lend to one and a halt 
laps, but when the gun was fired for 
tho last lap, Shrubb showed that he 
had nlenty in reserve by the going and 
regaining half of his loss. Ho finished 
tho race In 1,26:12. with a lead of one 
arid three-quarter lans. St. Yve.s' 
time for the fifteen miles was 1,27:58 

James P. Bccles, of 'Sfonkers, won 
thp five mile race which preceded the 
hlcr one. His time was 27:37 2-5, 
Thirteen runners started.

Three lists were drawn up at tho 
con ference, one, comprtslhgr^fartlcles .to 
bo regardjsd 'as~;contr^y£iiia-oi;''Jwar,- ono 
dealing With oondltlonaV"con'tmband;and 
a third coverlng^aruolfes ■ j:ttat'tnaS^^

Sakamoto and' tho B'rltlsh feprosertta- 
tlves wanted to have saddle, draught 
and pack horses treated as conditional 
contraband, but were overruled. 

In tho .adopted list of conditional 
convraband are foodstuffs, forage and 
grain, railway material, fuel and lu- 
bricants, balloons an ' Hying machines, 
coin, bullion, paper money, etc, 

-V (luantlty of raw materials liguro in 
the third list, articles that may not bo 
considered contraband of war. Raw 
cotton, wool, jute, liemi), oil BeC-tl-r and 
nuts, rubbers, rawhides, and horns, ni- 
trates and phosphates, metallic ores, 
and various cliemlcals are on the Hat. 

Adiled to these are materials intend- 
ed exclusively for the aid of tiro sick 
and wounded, which may, however, bo 
reiiuisltloned In case of urgent military 
necessity and subject to proper coni- 
pensation. 

Tho Question of Seizure. 

With regard to the question of seiz- 
ure. It Is lad down by Article 40 that 
a vessel carrying contraband may bo 
condemned if tlie coiitri',b;iii(l, reckon- 
ed either by value, weLght, volume or 
freight forms more than half the car- 
go. When not liable to condemnation 
on account of the projiortion of C(jn- 
traband, she may be allowed to con- 
tinue her vo.vagi!, provided that the 
master be willing to hand over the 
contraband merchandise to the bolUg- 
gerent warship. 

Admiral Kakamoto, with the British 
delegates, is of opinion that this latter 
rule win not .he applied In many In- 
stances, as, under modern conditions 
of maritime commerce, -tho tranship- 
ment or' destruction of cargo on tin; 
high seas Is likely to present serious 
or Insuperable dlflicultles. It might, 
however, bo replied to this that tlie 
Issue would largely, depend upon lh<! 
quantity of cargo which had to be 
dealt with. If It were" Small, thorn 
would be no excuse for .'"talcing tho 
vessel into jiort, or, more Important 
still, for destroying her. 

May Not Be Destroyed. 

In this connection by the way. It 
is now clearly laid .dow.n.,tbat a neutral 
vessel, captured "and' Hablei^to condom- 
nation, may not be destroyed unless 
the failure to adopt such a course 
would Involve danger to the warship 
or to the success of the operations In 
which she happened to be engaged at 
the ,t,lme. This, of. Itself, mlglit bo 
capalilo of rather' lax Interpretation, 
but It Is greatly strengthened by a 
subseiiuent clause, which reriuircs tlio 
captor, prior to any discussion as to 
the validity ' of tho capture, to show 
beyond question ' that he acted In tho 
face of an. exceptional .necessity. 

Shduld. ho fttll .tp do so, he must 
compensate tho parties Interested, and 
there will' bo - no 'examination at all 
Into the question as to whether tho 
capture was valid. The effect of this 
rule should bo most benencial, for it 
thus becomes all to a captor's inter- 
est to get tho ves^M'lnto port if in any 
way possible. By slnlilng her he risks 
having to pay cgnjiensatlon fpr seiz- 
ing "what Tie ■wil's'''iully ' ''en titled' to 
seize. '' . " .■" .■' 

The question pfj'iq^moval of contra- 
band persons from/fsteamers -.was also 
dealt with, following the discussion 
that had arisen over the seizure of tlio 
steamer Xlgrctta, which was carrying 
some Russian naval oilicers. The 
question of the removal of such pas- 
sen.giTs from a neutral vessel lias al- 
ways been a dobataljlo one, but It l.s 
now clearly agr'-cd that any individual 
embodied In the armed forces of tlie 
enemy may be taken out of a neutral 
merchant vessel, even though there be 
no ground-: fcr the capture of tho ves- 
sel herself.

TOOK 95 DAYS TO. 

DRIFT FROIVMHONGI KONG 

Scarcely Enough Wind To Fill a Sail 
Experienced by Overdue Annie 
E. Smale 



The voyage of tho long overdue 
schooner. Annie E. Smale, which occu- 
pied O.''" .days In reaching Pyrt Town-, 
send from Hongkong was one long 
drift without encountering wind 
scarcely strong enough to lill a sail. 
The passage is one of the longest of 
recent yeai«, deS])itG which no hard- 
ships were experienced and the crew 
of eight arrived in good health. Capt. 
ICalatrop's version of the voyage re- 
counts a wearying encounter with 
calms. 

Seven days of the early passage 
were lost liy putting back ■ toward 
shore when four days out to land a 
woman stowaway, who had stolen 
aboard. The unwelcome jmasenger 
was a Jaiiaiiese and, claiming to be a 
sister of the shlji's cook, bogged to be 
liermltted to como to America. The 
appeal was refused and a return course 
made until a lishing schooner was en- 
countered that agreed to take the 
woman ashore. 

Tho jjassago was made toward 
Luzon and Formosa and ten days were 
required to pass through tho China 
sea. Upon reaching the Pacinc, dead 
calms were met and, with" a westerly 
current, the vessel was carried back 
many miles off her course. Capt. 
Kalstrop's. log registers a sti'ctch of 
twenty-ono days when out' a mile to- 
ward home Was made. Front tho 
meridian -to Cajje Flattery thirty days 
were used. The vessel's hull Is un- 
usually foul, owing to her long stay In 
southern latitudes, and on the course 
from Cape Flattery to Port Townsend 
tho Smale was passed by the four- 
mast schooner J. H. Lunsmann, which 
covered the ninety miles In Ave Ijours 
lees time.

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The place of theology in the life of the in- 
dividual and the nation, was the theme of the 
inaugural address delivered by Professor E. F. 
Scott upon his induction as Professor of 
Church liistory in the faculty of theology at 
•^Queen's University. It is of ipecuHar. interest, 
in view of the controversies -which of iate havc 
convulsed religious circles in 'Eastern Canada. 
• 'i. . The paper follows : • , 
V ' My first ditty is to thank the Senate and 
the Board of Trustees for the honor they have 
conferred on me in appointing me to the Chair 
of 'Church Historj? in this University. 1 enter 
on my office with diffidence and misgiving, 
all the more so as 1 follow a pn;dcccssor who 
was distinguished for his many brilliant gifts. 
But the kindness which 1 have received al- 
ready is proof to me that I may count on tlie 
forbearance of my colleagues and students. I 
shall endeavor, o'n my part, to discharge my 
new diities to the best of my power, and to de- 
serve, in some small measure, the confidence 
that has been placed in me. 

There are two considerations which afford 
me a special pleasure and encouragement as I 
look forward to my work at' Kingston. The 
first is that this University has always been 
noted, in a peculiar degree, for tlie liberty ot 
thought and outlook which it allows to its 
teachers. For theological study at the present 
time this liberty is essential. The theologian 
is confronted by a host of new problems, which 
it is quite impossible to solve by old methods 
or along traditional lines of thought. He can 
do nothing unless he is left unfettered. The 
purpose of the modern critical movement, as 
most candid minds are now willing to admit, 
is not to destroy the old beliefs but to rebuild 
them on a surer foundation. If this task is to 
be accomplished in any honest and perrnanent 
fashion, the ..movement must have liberty. A 
university which gives room to fair investi- 
gation, in religious as in other matters, will 
prove in the end to have served the best in- 
terests of our Christian faith. 

What has further attracted me to the work 
at Kingston is the place that is here assigned 
to Theology as an organic part of. the Univer- 
sity course. Theological students are no doubt 
in training for the practical ministry of some 
given church ; and it is only natural that the 
church should desire to have the moulding of 
them in its own hands. But admitting, as we 
must needs do, the splendid work of the church 
seminaries, we cannot but feel that theological 
scholarship has suffered by its frequent divorce 
from a larger academic life. A student in 
Divinity is apt to forget that liis studies are 
related tp iOthers.,;.i-Ie thi.nigs of .them as the 
preparatibii for a'certain calling, aind is tempt- 
ed to pursue them in a narrow, professional 
spirit. Too often he enters on his life-work 
imbued with the notion that theology is a 
mystery apart, which has nothing in common 
with any other department of human thouglit. 
He takes up an attitude of suspicion and re- 
sentment towards the general intellectual 
movement of the age, and utterly fails to un- 
derstand it. I believe that we should have H 
broader-minded ministry — more in sympathy 
'with the time and therefore belter fitted to in- 
fluence it — if our theological schools were not 
so often like enclosed gardens. It is something 
to know that in this Universit}- the fence is 
broken down, and that theology is sim])ly one 
portion of a wider domain. The contact Avitii 
other workers, the very siglit of the surround- 
ing buildings devoted" to so many different 
branches of learning, cannot fail to be educa- 
tive to professors and students alike. 

Perhaps I cannot do better on the present 
occasion than follow a line of tiiought suggest- 
ed b}-- this special feature of the theological 
school at Kingston. Wc meet here within tiie 
walls of a University, in wiiich all the mani- 
fold aspects of modern learning are ably rep- 
resented. How does theology stand related 
to those other studies? What place docs il 
occupy at the present day in the general or- 
ganism of knowledge? 

It must be admitted that theology, which 
was once the queen, is now very often re- 
garded as the Cinderella of the sciences. In- 
deed, its claim to rank as a science at all is 
seriously called in. question. There is a well- 
known dictum of Hu.Klcy's that the place of 
theoogy is not with chcniistr}'-, astronomy and 
the other real sciences, but with mediaeval 
alchemy and astrology. These also were 
Avorked up into elaborate systems. They were 
expounded in learned books l)}-^ men of keen 
and powerful intellect. BtU' in their very na- 
ture the}"- v.'cre false sciences, based on fictiti- 
ous principles and dealing with imaginary 
values. For au}^ part tlic}' played in tiic ad- 
vance of knowledge they may be totally dis- 
regarded. There are not a few in our time 
who accept more or less frankly this estimate 
of theblogy. They allow that much profound 
learning has been expended on it. They woidd 
not altogether grudge it a place in our uni- 
versities, as a picturesque survival of l)ygone 
modes of thought. But thej- deny that it has 
anything real and solid to contribute to tlie 
intellectual life of the world. It is an artificial 
exercise, a playing with words and fanciful 
abstractions^ rather than a science. 

This: nivich,' however, is certain, that 
whether ■ theology is a real science or not, all 
the other, s'ciences have grown out of it. Trace 
them back-.far enougii and we find that they 
Avere nothing ;originaIly but so many aspects 
of theological speculation. In Egypt, Babylon, 
Israel, early Greece, men reflected on their 
religion, and set themselves in the light of it 
to explain the world around them. The priests 
and prophets were also the astronomers, lavv- 
tnvers, physicians, historians, thinkers. The- 



ology branched out into all the arts and sci- 
ences, and these again came back to a unity in 
theology. Il is surely a fact worth pondering 
that tlieology, however wc may regard it 
now, was the mother-science, which gave birth 
to all the others. •. The various efforts towards 
a wider, more accurate' ' knowledge had their 
.springs in the religious impulse. They were 
efforts to understand the wa3's of God, to sec 
the world more plain!}'- in its relation to God. 
of Plato, began with wonder; and this won- 
der was nothing, in the last resort, but the re- 
ligious instinct, the sense of "a divine iT]ystery 
at the heart of all things. 

Theology, then, was the original science; 
Piiilosoph}', according to the profound saying 
and the history of ancient thought is largely 
a record of how it was broken up into the 
specific departments of knowledge. This work 
of separation \Vas principally achieved by the 
great thinkers of Greece. Wc speak of them 
as the founders of tiic various sciences, but it 
would be more correct to say that they dis- 
engaged the sciences from theological specu- 
lation, and made them distinct and independ- 
ent. Philosophy, medicine, geometery, were 
brought within their proper limits. They could 
be studied henceforth according to their own 
methods and principles, apart from the re- 
ligious beliefs in which they were formerly 
involved. At tiie same time the ancient world 
never entirely lost the feeling that there was 
an ultimate theological science which included 
all others. This feeling reveals itself not only 
in a great imaginative thinker like Plato, but 
in Aristotle, in the Stoics, in investigators 
such as Galen and Strabo, who were solely 
concerned with the facts of the natural world. 

When we pass from the ancient culture to 
the new world that rose into being under 
Christianity, w^e find the concejjtion of an all- 
including theology again predominant. The 
religion set forth in the creeds was accepted 
by all men as the final revelation of truth ; and 
the one task that remained for human intel- 
lect was to trace out the bearings of that ulti- 
mate truth on all other facts of knowledge. 
No result could be held valid which conflicted 
in any manner with the. 'rehgious postulates. 
No study was worth pursuing unless it could 
be brought into some direct relation with the 
supreme study of theology. Wc all know how 
this conception of knowledge held its own 
throughout the Middle Ages, and persisted, in 
various forms, long after the revival of learn- 
ing. There' are still featitrcs' about out older 
universities which •. remind us that at the be- 
ginning they were little more than theological 
schools. Their name implies that the scope 
of their teaching was universal ; but it was 
meant also to suggest that all knowledge was 
bound together in a unity. Theology was 
queen of the sciences in the sense that "all the 
others clustered around her and obeyed her 
will. 

This conception of a central science, impos- 
ing its own laws and aims on every other, has 
now disappeared. We have learned that 
progress is possible only when the realm of 



knowledge is mapped out in its several prov- 
inces, within which each scici,ice is self-govern- 
ing. That this method is the true one has been 
fully demonstrated by its results. If wc now 
know something about the movements of the 
heavenly bodies, the structure of the earth, the 
processes of development in plants and ani- 
mals, the primitive history of the human race, 
it is because the old bondage of science to 
theology has been broken. Each investigator 
is left free in his special field, and is not 
pledged, to conform j his' conclusions to some 
statement in the Bible or 'the creeds. Theology, 
too, has derived nothing but benefit from the 
new conception of knowledge. I<ikc the other 
sciences, it has been compelled to restrict it- 
self to its own sphere, and to discover the 
principles and methods that ijelong peculiarly 
to itself. The result has been a truer and 
larger and more helpful theology. In our con- 
templation of the grej^t problems of man's re- 
latjon to God, wc have no longer to perplex 
ourselves with the old side-issues, about the 
method of creation and the age of the rocks 
and the origins of ancient peoples. In early 
times, when theology included all science, 
these questions and others like them became 
entangled will; it; but we are learning now 
that they are e.Ktnuiecus. The solution of 
them must be left to other sciences, while 
theology concerns itself with its own special 
task. One cannot but .acknowledge that this 
restriction, if. such it be, has been a pure gain. 
Theology, narrowed into its proper sphere, has 
learned to state its problems more clearly and 
to examine them with a deeper insight. It 
can distinguish, as it never did formerly, be- 
tween the essential things of religion and the 
mere wrappings and survivals. 

We may admit, therefore, that the separ- 
ation of the different provinces of knowledge, 
as it was effected in the last century, was a 
necessary step in intellectual progress. But it 
was only a step, and cannot be considered 
final, We are already beginning to realize 
that there is something false in the notion 
that every science must be kept in a water- 
tight compartment by itself. The more wc 
strive to specialize, the more we are discover- 
ing that our own particular study runs into 
some other and cannot be understood apart 
from it. Physiology has to learn from chem- 
istry — history from, .language, architecture, 

■ economics, II; is AvcUJor each student to feel 
that he is independent' in his own domain, but 
he cannot do this beyond a certain liinU. He 
is reminded at every, turn that the. ancient 
theory of the unity of knowleiigc corresponds 
with something real. Within the last twenty 
A'cars or so, this sense of the correlation of all 
the sciences has been growing more and more 
acutej aid it is tending may we not say, to a 
new estimate ,of the p)ace of theology. PIux- 
ley dismissed it' to the lumber-room of futile 
studies, yet he drifted himself into thcolog}' 
when he tried to follow outliis own researches 

to their last issues. Haeckel is the champion 
of the absolute rights of physical science, but 



in the very attempt to state his creed he be- 
comes a theologian without knowing it. Do 
what wq will we cannot escape from theology. 
The more strictly we examine into ajiy separ- 
ate group of facts, the more we feel the need of 
relating them with 'larger (facts, with the ulti- 
mate meaning of theSydrld.. .: . 

What place, then,'-is to be 'assigned ; to .the- 
ology in the modern system 6f kiidwledge? 
It can never re-assert its old claim to sover- 
eignty, at least in the old sense. The various 
sciences have discovered their ov/n specific 
laws, and will be guided .solely by these, in 
spite ot all tneoiogical requirements, i lie 

time is gone, and we need .hot regret it, .when- a . 
question in geology could. be settleci;from' the 
Book of Genesis,, or. a hiistorical faJct^ discount- 
ed because it woiild hbt^fit in with fchiirch tra- 
dition. In the future, it is evident, .scientific 
men vvill reach their conclusions without con- 
sulting theology ; and what is more, theology 
will have to accept those conclusions. Instead 
of dictating to the other departments of knowl- 
edge, it will have to content itself with learn- 
ing from them. They have all some light to 
throw on the distinctive problems of religion, 
and the task of theology will largely he to col- 
lect that light and advance to new discovery 
by means of it. It is by adopting this humbler 
attitude that theological studies have made 
such wonderful progress during the last gen- 
eration. There has been a complete departure 
from the old assumption that theology is the 
infallible science, whose sole business is to 
teach. . The mistress has gone back to school. 
She has sat at the feet of all the younger 
sciences — history, language, psychology, and 
the many-sided investigation of nature — and 
from all of them she has acquired some frcsli 
knowledge, to assist her in her own work. 
One often hears it asserted that theology has 
come to be little more than a sort of oppor- 
tunism or unworthy compromise. The oppOvS- 
ing forces, we are told, have proved too strong 
for it; and its whole endeavor is to' make terms 
with them, and so preserve at least something 
out of the general shipwreck. But the compro- 
mise with modern thought is not a counsel of 
despair ; neither is it anything to be ashamed 
of. It only means that theology has given 
up its arrogant claim to omniscience, and has 
set to work in a humbler, and surely a wiser, 
spirit. It has learned to recognize that God's 
revelation is manifold, and to welcome all 
light, from whatever side, that may bring it a 
little nearer to the truth. ' • • 

- .' In one aspect, therefore, theology now holds 
a position of dependence in relation to the 
other domains of knowledge. It no longer im- 
poses its laws upon them. It is obliged to 
follow, where it once insisted on the right to 
lead. But it is not to be regarded, on that ac- 
count, as the mere vassal of modern science, 
without any independent voice of its own. Its 
place is still a central one. Not obtrusively, 
as in fornier times, but just as truly atid effec- 
tually, it controls the whole .system of knowl- 
edge. /

to consider the nature of those facts which 
fall within its province. Whatever account we 
give of them, they are uudcniahly the supreme 
and essential facts. Theology may have its 
sham mysteries, not so very different from 
those of alchemy and astrology ; but.the^sciencc' 
that occupies itself with God, arid' tlie" human 
soid, and the moral law, and the ultimate pur- 
pose and meaning of life, cannot be disregard- 
ed, It is organic to any scheme of knowledge. . 
All other studies are bound up with it, and', 
apart from it are aimless and unintelligible. 

It would not be difficult to prove this vital' 
bearing of theology on those studies which are : 
more directly.conccrned with matij-in his social,! 
intellectual and moral life. ' The religious mo-:'; 
tivc has always, in one form ot' another, been" 
the mainspring of man's higher activities-; .and 
in order to understand them we must have 
some means of gauging those inner 
forces which have quickened and 
moulded them. To take an illus- 
tration from my own special depart- 
ment of Church History. You remember how 
Gibbon, as he describes the gradual transform- 
ation of the Roman world, gives, a chapter how 
and then to some account of theological con- 
troversy. He perceived, with his keen histori- 
cal insight, that those Arian and Pelagian dis- 
putes exercised a real influence on the prog- 
ress of events; but he handles them externally, 
with something of an amused contempt. It 
would not be too much to say, however, that 
for our deeper knowledge of tliat momentous 
period, when the old world was changing- into ; 
the new, we" have been chiefly indebted to the," 
laburs of theologians on those dead contro- • 
versies. The bcli-.is of men were the real 
formative influences. The history of a thou- 
sand years was 'determined by the creed of 
Nicaea, and not by any battles or statesman- 
ship. Thus theology, while it seems to move 
in a world of abstractions, has the closest re- 
lation to - the actualities of human , life. It 
holds, the key to . a^ hundred problems, which 
otlijer sciences, apparently far more cfertein in 
their methods, can only half solve. They dis- 
cover in the end that they are thrown back 
upon it, and that it has worked along with 
them while it seemed to stand by idly. 

And this is likewise true, thoiigh at first 
sight less obviously, with regard to those 
branches of knowledge which do not directly 
bear on the study of human life. The time 
is. IndepdTgone whenyge6j[pgy, -.physics, biolpg3' . 
w'er'c :• all bouhd d6w,ri witliih 'certaih:' doctrinal' 
limits. Wc are now suspicious of the man of 
science who defers to Bible authority, or tries 
to square his results with some theological 
dogma. His business, we rightly insist, is^i 
with his own investigations. Pic ought to fo^' 
low honcstl}^ where they lead him, and allow 
the truth of religion to take care of itself. Yet' 
there is one thing which we .may. surely^ de-; 
mand of every worker, in whatever fieldi- Of 
science he may labor. He needs to carry with- 
him a sense of something beyond— of some - 
higher truth which his own discoveries will 
make clearer, some spiritual purpose with 
which all the visible things are intertwined. 
It was wonder — the perception of a divine mys- 
tery shadowing itself • forth in this world — 
that gave the, first impulse to knowledge. All ■ 
progress towards a larger knowledge is still in- 
spired by this wonder, and will soon be_arrest- - 
ed when it fails. We are beginning to realize, 
in our time, that abstruse studies, apparently 
quite remote from practical science, are noth- 
ing else than the driving forces which help it 
onward. Men used to laugh, not so long ago, 
at the higher matheinatics, at recondite en- 
quiries into light and force and the constitu- 
tion of matter. These were supposed to be 
only amusements for learned men Avho had 
nothing better to do. But %ve can see now 
that the great scientific thinkers, who dealt 
solel}'- with ultimate facts and principles, have 
led the whole practical movement. They have 
opened up new paths to discovery. They have 
vitalized the more definite studies by connect- 
ing them with central, universal laws. And 
theology seeks to carry out to yet higher is- 
sues this work of the scientific thinkers. It 
believes that there is a grander purpose, a 
final reality, to which all things else are sub- 
ordinate. It believes that in the great verities 
of our religion this deeper meaning of the, 
world has revealed itself, and that patient, rev- 
erent seeking will make it over clearer. Thc- 
olog)-, therefore, illuminates and completes the 
work of the other sciences. It interprets to 
them that higher truth to which they arc reach- 
ing forward, and on which they depend for 
their whole progress and aim. 

Let me close as I began by expressing the 
pleasure with which I enter on rny duties, in 
this University, where the old idea of the unity 
of all khowledge is still a living one. \\!q. 
students of theology are apt to become im- 
mersed in our own pursuit. Wc forget, in 
spite of the modern world around us, that the 
truth of God has shaped for itself new chan- 
nels, and flows in by these as well as b}'- the 
old. Here, where we co-operate with so many 
other scholars, working in vfields 'S^^ 
vve.are taught at leak thkt iSssorir'^^iVnd iriay 
■iye iiot believe that the University also is more 
adequate to its true functions, because it 
makes room within its walls for the study of 
theology? It is much that in a new country 
like Canada, intent as it must needs be, for 
year.s to come, on studies that are immediately 
practical, one seat of learning has recognized 
that there is another side ito) knowledge. The 
.science of our religion is* as Uiecessary, and as 
near to life, as: any ■other; For man does not 
live by bread only,, but . by ■ every word that 
proceedeth out of the mouth of God. 




RIVERSIDE GOSSIP

Trout fishermen wlio celebrated tlie open- 
ing of the season have nothing to complain of; 
although no particularly big bags were made, 
very few came home "clean." Some good bas- 

■ kets of trout, numerically speaking, were 
J;;.;,inade!;by .bait iishermen in the various lakes 
"'■■'aiid streams adjjicent to the city, while the 

more particular anglers v/ho stick consistently 
to the use of the artificial fly only, mostly did 
as well as could be expected considering the 
turn the weather took at the. opening week- 
end and the chilliness of the atmosphere, 

Some very fair success has been had with 
steelheads, in various parts of the Cowichan 
.• :,ri^]er,;- and sopije. good trout haye b^een tended 
'Ji?Ltely . 'm .tH'e early mornings, though the 
.J/seaspn'-haSras yet been a little chilly for the 
/■;)3est' 'sitccess with the fly. Most of the 
;;-;'^kmailer waters of the district have yielded up 
'= 'quite fair number of trout, however, and 
tliosc wlio have gone out have returned well 
■satisfied. 

The mst remarkable thing about the opcn- 

■ ihg of the season was perhaps the imusually 
large number of anglers who went out to try 

■ their luck. No less than seventy-t\vo were 
cbitnted along the banks of one stream alone 

^ the first Sunday. 

Considering the growing popularity of the 
sport and the ever-increasing number of ang- 
lers continually coming to make their home in 
this city, it is to be hoped that the provincial 
authorities will show an equal zeal in the 
. duty of protecting and improving our trout 
waters. as in that of protecting the game. To 
;many the contemplative man's recreation is a 
■'.grfe^tec attraction than the- more boisterous 
' anid'' obtrusive sport of shooting, and there is 
no good reason why the .angler's interests 
should not be safeguarded .just as rigorously 
as those of the gunner. 

Those who preferred to take their chances 
with the grilse and salmon had very fair spoi't, 
^ ^land it was a happy, and. contented bunch of 
f.sportsmen which returned to the labors of 
.city life after the week-end holiday. 

'.By the way, the Indians v;ere still banging 
away at the ducks at the mouth of the Cowi- 
chan some weeks after the end of the shoot- 
ing season, not necessarily killing many good 
ducks, but helping to make them wild and 
less likely to return to the same haunts next 
- .season;- it- is well known- that wild fowl arc 
I miire affected- than any other class of game by 
i^>'eing continually blazed at, and more likely to 
desert their usual resorts for more peaceful 
surroundings when they, can find them. 1 1 is 
not so much the large numbers of ducks killed 
on the coast which is gradually but surely 
making them more and more scarce, but the 
enormous amount of ammunition fired at them, 
often at impossible ranges, which makes them 
shy and caitses them to seek new feeding 
grounds. 

It seems a pity that more people do not. 

seem to be aware of the excellent salmon trol- 
ling to be obtained in early spring for spring 
salmon. The "sprin.g" is the most S])ortirig oi 
all our varieties of salmon, and it is at this 
time of year that they are at their best, from a 
sporting point of view. In the spring the 
water is colder near shore than in the autumn; 
whether this is the ex^jlanation of it or not, the 
fdfct appears clear to the writer that the fight- 
ing qualities of the spring salmon caught in 



the spring are away ahead of itlip|i^^;Qitan^^^ 
the salmon which are caught in 'the fal|-of:.thfe^^^^^^ 
year. 

Early morning and. evening seem to be 
the best times to fish for "springs," irrespec- 
tive of the state of the tide, and the best suc- 
cess will be found by keeping fairly close to 
shore where the water begins to deepen, the 
supposition being. that the salmon are cruis- 
ing close to the shore in 'pursuit of this small 
fry on which they prey. ' 

On three successive outings this year the 
writer has had at least one good salmon each 
time, and on the last occasion hooked three, 
landing two and losing the other after a strug- 
gle of a quarter of an hour with the fish of his 
life. The same tackle exactly does for both 
grilse' and' salmon, except that it seems neces- 
sary to fish 'vl^ith a. .fairly heavy sinkef"''-for 
the salmon, though with no bigger . spobn;.th'an 
will take even a small grilse; a Stewart being 
as good as any. 

Quail are getting more and more common 
on the vacant lots in town. The other day 
six spent the whole day on the lot next to 
Maynard's auction rooms on Broad street; in 
James Bay they are thick in several parts, 
notably on Boyd street, vSimcoc street, and 
even as near the centre of the town as Aicnzies 
street, only a few blocks from the Government 
buildings. 

Talking of artificial flies, I saw two youtiis 
the other day who had just come down with a 
good basket :Of nice trout from .. Cowichan 
Lake. I myself had been trying tlic river at 
Duncan without much success, so.enquired out 
of curiosity wdiat fly they liad caught the 
trout with. Jock Scot Avas the answer, and a 
yellow fly the name of which had esca[)e(l their 
memory. A few moments later one of them 
bemoaned the fact that he could not get a 
shoe-shine up there before going back to town, 
and in-;.aiJ ungttarde.d, moment let slip the re- 
mark thajr.heTi.ad made his bpots dirty digging 
worms. .1 fancy that gave, the clue to the 
particular varie^ of fly used which has ac- 
counted for a good many of the early- spring 
fish, and the name of which he was for the 
.moment unable to recall. 

No wonder the reporters of the daily press 
find it hard to chronicle a fish story without 
first .making mention of the name Ananias ! 

I hear tliat..one .or- t-vycvery fine, big trout 
have been caught in Shawnigan Lake this 

year, and also at least one grilse was reported, 
the inference ■ being that the work done last 
3'ear on the outlet to make it possible for fish 
to get up from the sea is successful in its ob- 
ject. I am told that the Dominion Govern- 
ment is going to let us have some trout fry 
for turning out in this lake and also very pos- 
sibly some steelhead fry. 



TWO TRUE FISH YARNS 

We were in that unmapped country of 
Northwestern Quebec. The only human be- 
ings we had met in two weeks' travel were 
some Tete a Brule Indian trappers, and a 
!Montanais caribou hunter and his squaw; but 
we needed no compau}' outside of ourselves. 
Our party consisted of three white men and 
six Montanais Indians. The red men had 
named me Bonhomme chez. nous, which I am 
told W3S a compliment, but from the manner 



the Ihdians.had of clipping their words and'my 
' little knowledge of French, I thought they had 
-named me "Bum Canoe," whicH'did not strike 
mc as being any too flattering, even from In- 
dians. 

Ever since we had hit the river the three 
white men of the party found no difficulty in 
supplying nine hungry men with all the trout 
.that they could eat, and the fish were none of 
your fingerlings cither, but great, husky, red- 
bellied fellows, such as you seldom see outside 
of a picture book or in your dreams. Wc had 
just made a rough portage and landed our 
goods and canoes on a rocky ledge, below 
some roaring falls. Joe Nipton, a one-eyed 
Indian, who looked like a Malay pirate and 
who wielded the bow paddle in my canoe, 
launched the ng^t craftV in-; the , dark rapid 
Watifer belo'w tlie falls'-' arid 'fflbtiohyd for me 
to get aboard ; then he anchored the, canoe in 
the" swift waters by skillfully jamming his 
paddle blade against a rock on the bottom, 
and waited for inc to cast my flics. I did so 
with the monotonous success which had fol- 
lowed us all along this beautiful rivGr. 

Growing weary of the sport, I began idly 
to play with the flieSj, 'pnd while my leader 
was hanging over the' sides of the canoe I 
made a discovery which suggested some fun. 
Addressing the chief of the Indians and imitat- 
ing to the best gf niy ability his broken Eng- 
lish, I drew myself up, struck my chest and 
cried, "Bum Canoe, him big medicine, what? 
lie know all zc fish by zer names. Zey an- 
swer to zer names! Zc trout down here, him 
name Monsieur Gaston." Then taking the 
leader in my two hands and dangling it over 
the water,. I excla:imed: "Jump, Jean Batiste, 
jump, boy!" but there was nothing doing; 
when, however, I cried: "Jump, Gaston, 
jump!" to the utter bewilderment of the red 
men and obedient to my command, a trout 
leaped from the water. Again dangling the 
fly over the water, I said, coaxingly: "Al- 
phonse, Alphonsc ! Jump!" but no trout rose 
at my request. ' -- ■ . «. .-^ 

"Zer," said I,' "you see he not answer to ze 
■ name of Jean Batiste or Alphonse." But when 
,1 agfain called "Gaston" the trout jumped clear 
of the water. This was repeated a number of 
times, somewhat to the awe of the red men, 
but greatly to their delight. • The explanation 
of the trick is simple. 

I had noticed a good sized trout leap for my 
fl3', while the leader was dangling over the 
side of the canoe, and = when- 1 lifted -the fly a 
few inches higher the- -fish ' did not rise. So 
when I called Gaston', I allowed the fly to' 
dangle near the surface of the v^'ater, but when 
I called Alphone or Jean Batiste^ I took care- to 
elevate the fly a littlei higher and the trout did 
not rise. ■ 

Of course, one cannot play in this manner 
with trout upon a stream that has been frc- 
iquehted by fishehnen, for iii such" a stream 
even the baby troiut will scuttle away and hide 
at the approach of a -canoe. 

' A few seasons ago a well-known news- 
paper man, who is also a celebrated fisher- 
man, brought his bride with him to visit at 
my permanent camp, "Wild Lands," on Big 
Tink Pond, Pike County, Pennsylvania. The 
season was late and the bass had ceased to 
bite, but the pickerel were very hungry. My 
guest and his brand new wife occupied one 
boat, while their host and hostess occupied a 
neighboring one. 



"My dear;" said my guest, addressing his 

wife in a superior manner, "you don't let your 
fish run long enough. You don't give them 
time to swallow the bait before you strike 
them." 

"Well," replied his better half, "if you 
know so much about it, you better tell me- 
when to strike; I've got a bite, now." 

Mr. J. watched the line critically for some 
time, then gave the command. 

"I've got him," exclaimed his wife, as her 
rod began to bend in a semi-circle." 

"And so have I got one," exclaimed Mr. 
J. excitedly, and forgetting his pupil he de- 
voted his whole attention to his 'own line. 

When the little lady began to reel in her 
silken thread her husband became very much

The record bear of British Columbia is a 
big grizzly to be found over on Ramsay's 
Arm.

usual summer run from the salt sea, and that 
he attempted to end bruin's career by aiming 
a bullet at his brain.

Bears are generally supposed> to appease 
their wrath in a horrible mutilation of their 
unwary victims, chewing the head into a tooth- : 
brush or rending the limbs from the body, but 
Meerliique is far-sight6d;'*and ctaiiyyi:jfin6^ 
victim of his attack' wandered ''hbm (3^^ w 
cracked pate minus a sound mind— 'possessed 
of the devil" the remainder of his days — and a 
living example of the vengeance of Meer- 
hique's aroused anger. 

A Lillooet Indian from the rancherce at 
the foot of Mission mountain came to a vio- 
lent death on Ramsay's Arm, This siwash en- 
joyed local celebrity as a spearsman, and Meer- 
liique, so the story goes, found him perched on 
a rock watching for salmon, stalked the fisher- 
rnan, and with one sweep of his great paw 
sent him to the bottom of the river with his 
head crushed into pulp. 

Other interesting stories of this remarkable 
specimen of ursus horribilis may be picked 
up on the Coast Range, through the Cascades, 
and even over on the Fraser and Bridge rivers, 
interesting enough to relate as bear stones, but 
not well enough authenticated for serious, pub- 
lication, liowever, in a trip up. into , the,', in- 
terior, of British C,oIumb.i^} I.:fe.|yri wtt^ a:'ti^ 
bef cruiser of 'Varicouvefi ■who'had'khbck.e^ 
about Ramsay's Arm considerably on the' look- 
out for good stunipiage for the lumber market, 
and had run across several stories of the career, 
of the giant bear. Pie told me that he had seen-;

from the ground on which he stood when 
sharpening his claws.

In these days, when Germans believe that 
their Zeppelin dirigible is destined to make 
th^ir motto "Deutsehland uber alles," a reality, 
it is reassuring to remember that balloons have 

aforetime been used in war. The war balloon 
came of the fecund mother of inventions. It 
was the second year of the re]mblic. The bat- 
lle-gage (if a kin.g's head which niie 
had chucked doAS'ii to all Europe 
had found Europe somewhat haltingly re- 
sponsive, when it came to business. But the 
armies were converging on Paris, and the 
Committee of National Defence was put to its 
trumps in the big game it had tp play. The 
circumstances suggested all sorts of newfafi- 
gled devices. Presently, a scientist found him- 
self the father of the motion of a war balloon. 

He was Monge. Monge, after the eclectic 

method of the time, had been put at the head of 
the navy. I^erhaps that may have helped him 
to the consideration of an airshi]5. .Me talked 
over his idea with Bcrthollct, P'oucroy, and 
other congenial spirits. They called in Guyton 
de Morveau. Dc Morveau had been Advocate 
General in the Dijon Parliament. A born Bur- 
gtindian, he was an enthusiastic believer. in 
aerostatics. He had made several ascents 
'liifnself only a few years before. All these 
men, in fact', were contemporarie.^ of Pilatre de 
Rozier and the Montgolficrs, and had all wit- 
nessed the experiments of Charles and l^obert 
and De lilanchard, balloonists of a later school. 
]Monge's notion was thus pretty well assured 
of a favorable consideration. The sidj-commit- 
tee to wdiom it was referred decided for it un- 
animousl}'. In June of 1793 experiments were 
begun wdth an .Old. ballooni .which had. been 
put away somewhere' in Paris,, and so.encp.ur- 



aging did these prove that in the October fol- 
lowing the Chateau and Park of Fonquet's old 
Meudon were requisitioned, and there— where 
it is now — a school for aeronauts and a work- 
shop combined were formally established. The 
heads of their department were Coutelle, 
Contc, and Lhomonrl. Coutelle was a jjtipil of 
Charles. Pie had been an abbe, an i)ctit collet, 
whom the I^.evolution had inspired with other 
views of life. Conte was a practical chemist ; 
Lhomond was Coutelle's second in corhmand. 

The last week in October, 179.V saw the 
coi struction of the first war ballqon begun and 
finished. The inflation was another matter. 
There was no convenient gasometer. The sul- 
phuric acid product was not to be had, all sul- 
phur being required for the powder factories. 
But Conte had invented a process of producing 
h}'drogcn from the decomposition of water — a 
complicated and tedious process that made the 
inflation of L'P^utrcprenant a matter of six and 
thiity hours, and this was perforce adopted. 
Altogether, the initial expenses were heavy. 
When L'.Entreprenant made its first ascent at 
Mfudon it had^cQst ;all. J£2,ooo, and carried but 
two aeronauts at that. . ' • 

There it wais, Jio'wever, and it was proposed 
to give the Army of the North the immediate 
benefit of the new idea. 'The Army of the 
North was not prepared to give the new idea a 
very favorable reception. "We do iu)t want 
balloons," wrote Duquesnoy, the civil com- 
missioner; "wc want battalions. Your Conte 
baa the air of a farceur." Conte came back 
somewhat disgusted. The Government decid- 
ed to postpone active aeronautical proceedings. 
In point of fact, Coutelle had discovered that 
for making.a.n4 ' transmitting observations the 
free ballooii yilas' unsuitable; the , captive bal- 



loon was indicated. L'Entreprenant was fitted 
w-ith guide ropes; instructions were flagged to 
the balloon company below as to elevation and 
direction, and the result of observations was 
sent down, on paper, in little bags of sand. In 
devising this elaboratelj' primitive arrange- 
ment it never seems to have occurred to any- 
body that flagging might as well do the whole. 

The balloon company of L'Entreprenant 
was small in point of - numbers— ^twenty-four 
rank and file and two officers, Coutelle and 

Lhomond; but it tried its recruits pretty high. 
A working knowledge of masonry, carpentry, 
lock-ni.'tking, impressionist sketching, and 
pneumatic chemistry was i)art of what was re- 
quired of the war-balloonist of those days, and 
this may have something to say to the fact 
that the establishment never saw more than 
two companies. The uniform was the black, 
with blue facings, of the engineers; a short sa- 
bre and a pair oi pistols were' the regulation 
armament. 

Thus manned and equipped. L'Entrepre- 
nant was pronounced fit for service. Coutelle 
was ordered to Haubeuge, then beleaguered, 
but so loosely that the aerostat and its belong- 
ings reinforced the .garrison withoijt mishap. 
It took the better part of a week before Conte 
had built his furnaces, decomposed a suffici- 
ency of water, and generated sufficient gas 
for the inflation; but at last the first war bal- 
loon duly ;'.5ccncled. It proved its usefulness 
in the first half hour. The besieged were made 
aware that the besiegers had more tents up 
than men to fill them. In the course of the 
day many attacks were intelligently anticipat- 
ed before they occurred. Yet when Coutelle, 
after being the object of much, ba^ shooting, 
came down, hlniself and his balloon undamag- 
ed, he got no particular- thanks; but soldiers 
were against the thing. Con'imanders could 
not be got at first to appreciate the value of 
information sent down to them in little bags 
of sand. The siege of Maubeuge was raised, 
however, Coutelle bounced the inflated L'En- 
treprenant over the walls and went on to the 
next scene of operations. The Government, 
at air events, wiis satisfied.

Mr. ITaklane's announcement that the Brit- 
ish Army of Occupation in Egypt would be 
increased to the same strength as the force 
in South Africa, has roused the Egyptian Na- 
tionalist press to fury, and most violent 
articles have been published. The Moderates 
do not like these diatribes, and the following 
is the translation of an article in the Coptic 
organ, El Watan ; 

"That the organs of our Nationalist parties 
are hostile to the British occupation is a notor- 
ious fact which needs no reiteration or explan- 
ation. But that one of these organs should 
make it a sacred duty to belittle and vilify Uic 
British army on every possible occasion is a 
matter the motives for which are certainly 
not clear. 'Al-Lewa' has always proved its 
enmity to British rule and British policy, but 
its tone is sometimes considered natural in a 
way. 

"Since the advent of the Tunisian, who is 
now the editor of that paper, 'Al-Lcwa' has 
developed a particular and venomous hatred 
for the soldiers and officers of the I^ritish army 
using the most nialicious ami acrimonious 
terms in describing trifling incidents connected 
with its members. But in its issue of- Tuesday 
last it actually broke the record of all ; its 
fornier attacks and dibels. In giving publicity 
to an apparently fabriciated incident at Mena 
House hotel, it pours out all its Venom, and 
again taunts the officers of the British army, 
with low breeding, ill-manners, cowardice, and 
many another vice. Here is an extract from 
'Al-Lewa' of the loth inst., on this subject: 

" 'We have published this letter with the 
object of showing the real nature of English 
education and English morals. It is really 
astounding to-sce these English officers show 



so much pride . and , power in . public .pljices,.' 
whil^ in war we hear nothing about their 
valour. The battlefields are witnesses of their 
lack of courage and endurance. Plow is it that 
they never show courage except in balls and 
meetings, where they indulge in, luxury and 
pleasure?

Now, patience 
has a limit, and breasts cannot bear insult be- 
yond a certain- degree. Do ^tbe EngUshiwish 
to make our breasts burst by these repejited

SPIRITUAL DI^SlRNMENT-**v 

Writing to the Corinthians, Paul said : "But 
the natural man rcceivctii not tlic things of the 
Spirit of God, for they are fooHshness unto 
him; neither can he Itnow theni, because they 
are spiritually discerned." Evitleiitly. Paul vyas. 
not speaking of a mere matter of intellectual 
. b^iefviWhen. he used this language, lie had 
something else in mind than the admission of 
the fact tiiat Jesus has risen from the dead; 
sonicthint( more than an intellectual convic- 
tion that Jesus was the Messiah foretold in the 
Jewish prophecies. There was and is nothing 
in either of these propositions calling for the 
exercise of any different faculty than that 
which ■ convinces us that Columbus dis- 
covered America, or that the shape of the earth 
is splierical. The first is a matter of belief in 
an isolated fact; the second a belief in a de- 
duction from ascertained facts. Paul spoke of 
"the natural man." Exactly what he had iu 
mind in using this expression may be involved 
in some doubt owing to the limitations of lan- 
guage, when we endeavor to describe the un- 
known or tiie unfamiliar in terms of the known 
and familiar. The difficulty of definition must 
always be kept in mind when we seek to un- 
derstand matters relating to man's complex na- 
ture. We find the same thing in physical 
science. Thus we speak of .x-rays because the 
disco^■e^cr of this peculiar phase of light — if 
it is a phase of light — did not know what he 
had found, and hence could not describe it in 
terms of anj^thing else. Therefore he adopted 
the letter X, which is the algebraic sign foi 
an unknown quantity. But the rays are none 
the less real and none the less effective because 
we canho.t tell what they arc. 
' The force of the Christian movement con- 
sisted in this power, which was spiritually dis- 
cerned. We saw in the reference made last 
Sunday to the introduction of Christianity 
into Rome, that the circumstances .surrounding 
it were of a character calculated to prevent 
any progres being made. The new sect was 
first ignored ; then, when it grew stronger, 
was despised ; and when it became so nimier- 
cus as to appear likely to be formidable, it was 
persecuted. There was absolutely nothing to ■ 
be gained sociall)'-, financially or politically by 
being a Christian. From every point of view 
that was then and would now be regarded as 
practical, Christianity was not wortli a mo- 
ment's consideration, and had nothing in any 
way attractive about it. Unlike the Moham- , 
medati movement, there was nothing about it • 
to attract the ambitious or the adventurous. 
It made no impression on the minds of philosor 
phers. There was nothing about it which ap- 
pealed to pride of race, fts teachers wore not 
men of influence. Yet in spite of all opposi- 
tion it grew in strength and power, its 
adherents, who, according to contemporary. his- 
torians, were at the outset people of no paY; 
ticular standing, did not themselves wholly 
appreciate the nature of the cause which they 
had espoused.. Yet it rose superior to all op- 
position, and in time ruled the city and the 
empire, wdiich once had treated it with scorn 
and hatred. Surely the agency through which 
this wonderful result was accomplished was 
something quite distinct from the influences 
Avhich ordinarily control the conduct of men ; 
it was surely an agency of which the "natural"' 
man must of necessity have been ignorant. 

As it was in Rome eighteen hundred years 
ago, so it has been ever since. The progress of 
Christianit}' has been greatly handicapped. 
Igno^rance anrl fanaticism ha\'c done their best 
at misrepresentin.e: it. Politicians lla^■e dis- 
torted it for their own purposes. Men of evil 
minds have perverted it. Bigotiy has preju- 
diced men of intelligence against it. The in- 
telligence of mankind has been slow to grasp 
its full significance. Creed-makers have be- 
clouded it with their own conceits. And yet 
today Christianity is stronger in the world than 
ever. It has been the greatest factor in tiic de- 
velopment of mankind, and no effort of the 
imagination is necessar}- to (ienionstratc that 
it will in the future be vastly more efficient in 
])romoting the betterment of mankind than it 
ever has been. Where shall \vc seek for the 
explanation? There is not much, it anything, 
in the ethical side of Christianity that can- 
not be paralleled by the teachings of ancient 
philosophers. The story of the divine origin 
of the Founder is no way essentially differ- 
ent from the stories of half a score of other 
great leaders and teachers. The accounts of 
the miracles perfo'-mcd by Jesus and his 
Apostles are no more wonderfid than arc ihc 
accounts of miracles attributed to others, in- 
deed, the critics of Christianity are much given 
to pointing out that it is in these respects no 
way different in essence from any one of some 
half dozen or more religious cults; and it is 
not easy to answer tHe statement. And yet 
Christianity is a growing force today, and all 
other systems are falling before it. Christianity 
lias emancipated men, mentally and phj'sically, 
and all real progress during the last fifteen 
centuries, at least, has been where its influence 
has been the most strongly felt. We cannot 
.hope to find the, explanation of this in any of 
the considerations which ordinarily affect us 
mentally or physicall}', or, to use the expres- 
sion of Paul, in any of the things which "the 
natural man receiveth." The cause must be 
something external to humanity, and when 
Paul tells us that it is the Spirit of God, we 
are forced to admit that there is a strong prima 
iacie case in favor of such a claim. 

In physical science, when we see an effect 
we infer a cause, and to discover the cause we 
use appropriate means. Paul tells us that the 
vital force in Christianity is the Spirit of God, 
or rather this is the name which, he gives to 



that vital force, but he tells us that spirit can 
onh- be discerned by spirit, which, on the face 
of U, .-ccms to be as reasonable a proposition 
as *diat the physical can only be discerned by 
tl-ic physical. Our' intelligence is able to ap- 
preciate the piiysical by the emplo3Mnent of 
our physical agencies," namely,^, , sight, smell,, 
tdlich, taste arid' hearing.^' But- With.' these, we 
cannoi: "discern -the spiritual.' To .aydid.'^mis- 
understandi'ng, it ilia)' be here added ;that . the 
"spiritual" in the sense the word is now used 
has no relation to what arc called' spirits, and 
wliiclt arc allc.ged 'to materialize. If there are 
such things, they arc discerned by our phj'si- 
cal senses. The application of the word 
"spiritital" 1 ., to ,, ^able-rapping and kindred 
phenomena,, aS "well as .to the agency which the 
Apostle calls "the Spirit, of God," illustrates 
the jjoint n'.ade above in regard to the defini- 
tion of things. Sonie' people deny the existence 
of a spiritual agency, because they think it 
implies a belief in'ghosts; but the two things 
have absolutely no relation to each other. 
Like can discenriikc, and as we are made in 
the image of God, so we may through that 
wherein the image consists discern the Spirit 
of God, and this it is which makes Christianity 
a living agency for the bcUermcnt of man- 
kind, and will one day make humanity superior 
to all things physical. 



HADRIANOPLE 



In the Second Century of the Christian 
Era the Visigoths lived north of the Danube, 
and somewhere , near were the Ostrogoths. 
Both these tribes are supposed to have been of 
Scandinavian origin, although snnic investi- 
gators think they were Germruis. Their lan- 
guage, as .it is preserved in the translation of 
the New 'Testament made by Ulfilas, bears a 
very strong resendjiance to English. They 
had never been conquered by the Romans, but, 
on the contrary, during the Third Century 
made incursions into, the dominions of the 
Emperor of the- East aiid overran the whoTe 
.Balkan. Peninstila., They .were, equally for- 
midable by; sea and latid. 'and their coiu-age 
and skill in ships supports the theory that 
they come from the shores of ■ the Baltic, 
rather than from the steppes of Russia and the 
tablelands of Central Asia. . Hut be their origin 
what it may have been, the middle of the 
Fourth. Century foimd them congested in a 
somewhat confined space- along the northern 
bank of, the Danube,, owing to [;the pressure of 
the ■advancing horde; of the Huhs, who were 
then actively advaincing on their resistless 
march across. Europe. AVhile in our histories 
the Goths arc always spoken of as Barbarians, 
it is not to be understood that they were a 
race of savages. They were brave and war- 
like, but their institutions were well-ordered, 
and many of them were at least nominally 
Christians. In person they, were, as a rule, 
.wqllrfavore^-, being, tall,' strongly built, with 
an abiipdance of flaxen hair and clear com- 
plexions. "The Roman historians, who have 
not much to .say in their favor,, speak of the 
admiration they excited ariiorig! the people of 
Thrace and Alacedonia. 

.About A. D. 360 the Visi.goths applied to 
\'alens, the Emperor of the East, for permis- 
sion to cross the Danube, so as to escape 
the ravages of the Huns. The request was 
granted on two conditions. They were to con- 
sent that their children should be distributed 
throughout the Empire and that they should 
leave their arms behind thcni. Having not yet 
recovered from a terrible defeat at the hands of 
Aurelian, and fcclin.g unable to withstand the 
Huns, the guardians of the Gothic King, who 
was then a child, consented to these ignomin- 
ious terms; but no sooner had the work of 
transporting them across the Danube begun 
than the Goths intrigued with the Roman offi- 
cials for permission to bring their arms with 
them. They succeeded, i)ut only at great cost. 
In exchange for the i)rivilege they gave their 
wives and daughters to the Romans and parted 
with many slaves. Of fighting men about 
200,000 crossed the Danulje, and with them 
were women, children aufl slaves sufficient to 
swell the numbers to over a million. The 
Emperor Valens had given instructions that 
the new-comers should be kindly dealt with, 
but they were not obeyed. A bare recital of 
the cruelty and oppression inflicted upon them 
would involve statements, which could .hardly 
be given a i^lace here. Imagination cannot in- 
vent any indignity greater than those to which 
they were subjected. .Meanwhile the Ostro- 
.goths, hard pressed i)y the Ihms, had followed 
the Visigoths across the Danube, and. Eriti- 
gern, the leader of the latter, secretly ciiltiyated- 
friendship 'with them. Fritigern vvas tuidoubt-: 
edly a man of remarkable executive 'ability ,',as 
was shown by the manner in which he held his 
warlike people in check; but there came a' day 
when action could no longer be deferred. 
]-,upiciniis, the Roman .governor, invited the 
Gothic leader to a splendid entertainment, and 
when the guests arrived they came accom- 
panied with a military force. AVhen they 
reached the city in which the entertainment 
was ])rcpared, the hungry Goths demanded 
access to the richly-stored markets, which was 
refused, whereupon a struggle arose. The 
Roman governor thereupon issued an order 
for the slaughter of his .guests, and Fritigern, 
hearing of it, called upon his companions to 
bare their swords and cut their wa}-- out of 
the ixilacc.- Ama/.ed at the fury of the Gothic 
leaders, the Romans made way for them, and 
reaching camp in safety, Eriti.gern led his men 
to thc attack. i The Roman legions could not 
withstand the onslaught. "'I'liat successful 
day," says the Gothic historian, "put an end 
to the distress of the Barbarians, and the se- 



curity of the Romans; from that day the 
Goths, renouncing the precarious condition of 
strangers and exiles, assumed the character of 
citizens and masters, claimed an absolute do- 
minion over the possessors of land, and held 
in their own right the northern provinces of 
the empii;e/r :vy,hi.clv; are ;bound . the^ Dan- 
ube;'' The 'ravages of the? Goths were, ter- 
rible, but they were not more than a retaliation 
for the insults and injuries to wdiich they 
themselves had been subjected. Their chil- 
dren, released from slavery, told awful talcs 
of the cruelties to which they had been sub- 
jected, and the story of Gothic revenge was 
written in , burning cities and in the shame of 
Romaivm5j.t.r.9n|^)and maidens. For three years 
the strife'^;cpntmucd, with varying succesis, but 
on the ■.■wbple ''the advantage .was Avitli the 
Goths; , The end came in A. 'D: '387. 

The, Enlperor Valeiis had returned from 
Aiitiochywhere he had made his headquarters, 
to take command of hfs troops in the field. 
While the Empire of the East had been in 
such dire straits, Gratian, the Emperor of the 
W'est, had been carrying out a series of bril- 
liant campaigns against the Germans, and he 
sent messengers to Valens, sa}dng that he 
would come with his victorious legions and 
asiiist him. in driving out the Goths. But 
Valens was too proud to wait for the help 
of a younger man, wdioin he had professed to 
despise, and resolved to risk his fate in battle 
outside the walls of lladrianoplc. The battle 
which took place was terrific. The Gothic 
horsemen descended like a whirlwind from the 
hills upon the Roman troops, and by the fiiry 
ol their charge scattered the Roman cavalry 
before them like chaff. They then surrounded 
the infantry and cut them to pieces. Valens 
fell wounded ear!}- in the fi.ght. He was 
borne to a cottage, and was there burned to 
death by the infuriated enemy. .Nightfall 
alone stayed the slaughter, and when darkness 
set in, two-thirds of the Roman army lay dead 
on the field. It was the greatest • c^lapiiif 
which' the arms of Rome had suffered "siirce 
Hannibal gained the victor}' of Cannae. The 
ravages, which ensued, were indescribable. St. 
Jerome in attempting to depict them, wrote:

The subsequent history of 'the Visigoths 
need only be outlined. They did not long 
remain in the Balkan Peninsula, hut under 
the command of their wonderful leader, Alaric, 
pursued a course of conquest in Western 
Europe, such as no other' race has ever rivalled. 
They finally reached Sp.ijn, wliere tlieyj cstab.;- 
iished themselves permanently. ( : > ■ • 

Before taking leav^' of this epoch"^in the 
history of the world, ir'eference may be made 
to the terrible earthquake, of July 21, A. D 
36.S. It affected the greater part of the Roman 
world. The shores of the Mediterranean 
were left dry b}' the retreating waters, so that 
great quantities of fish were caught with the 
hand, and one writer says that he was able to 
see "valleys and mountains that never had 
been exjiosed to the sun since the formation 
of the globe.-" The receding waters ^returned 
in a tremendous ■ tidal ''Wave, which' .s\vept 
ships far inland and destroyed thousands of 
li\'es. in .'Mexandria alone 50,000 ])eople were 
drowned. The effect of this disaster was al- 
most to unnerve the Roman people, who 
believed they saw in it proof of the anger of 
the gods. It is a singular coincidence that it 
preceded the initial acts of the great drama, 
which had for its climaX the overthrow of the 
Roinan Empire. '.' ' . .

The Birth of the Nations 
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THE HINDUS . . 

I.— The Maha-Bharata 

it is supposed that in a very , remote 
•period in. the 'history of the world, a, braiicl^ 
of .the Aryan race .migrating to the' Indian 
Peninsula, established themselves in the Pun- 
'jab, arid genci'ally • spread 'over the whole of 
Northern and Central India, mingling with 
the inhabitants and formin.g the lUndu race. 
But wdien we S])cak of these happenings, we 
are referring to times far beyond the realms 
of authenticity. We cannot speak or write 
with any authority of the beginning of Indian 
civilization; the most that can be done is to 
glean what information we can from the old 
Sanscrit epics, and give a necessary curtailed 
resume of some of the principal ones. They 
afford interesting rehding, and may be condi- 
tionally accepted as true, just as we accept 
the old sagas of the Norsemen, or the songs 
of the poets of vSpain. 

Th.c Rig-Veda, which is .'•aid to be the 
oldest literary docunicnt in .existancc, proves 
to us that even at that remote :time. the Hindus 
were far advanced in civilization: ' It is a col- 
lection of hymns to the different gods, and 
poems, in which the writers conjecture as (o 
the beginning and end of the world/ and the 



reason of existence. "Who knows exactly, and 
who shall in this world declare, whence and 
wdiy creation took place? The gods are sub- ■ 
sequent to the creation of the world then who 
can know whence it proceeded or wdience this 
varied world arose? He, who in the highest 
heaven, is the rtiler^of; the,^ He does, 

indeed, . kno>v i:iH'tity?Qi. anbt^^^^ cati possess 
the^ jcno^vledge;'^: 

The '^'earliest '' traditions of India , are re- 
corded in the Maha-Bharata, the oldest Hindu 
epic. It dates from about 1500 B.Ci, and tells 
of a great war between the Kauravas and the 
Paiulavas, who were royal rivals of the house 
of Ilastinapur. When the Maharaja (great 
rajah),, son of Sastana of Hastinapur, died, he 
left /two . sons. 'Dritaraslitra the^ Blind, and 
i'anda,- the Palfc-complexiohed. . Tfterfe was 
■greltJ . jealousy between the sons of Dritar- 
ashtra and Panda, who had been brought tip 
together in the old palace, but who from the 
very , first had hated one another. Drona, a 
very learned and much honored man, wa:* 
tutor for all the children, the five Pandavas 
and the Kauravas, the sons of Dritarashtra 
the BHnd,; who was the reigning Maharaja. 
The teacher loved the Pandavas best, and took 
"greater rpaiijs with them than with the Kaur- 
avas. Bhima became wonderfully strong and 
able to throw a spear with marvelous dex- 
terity, .-Xrjuna could hit any mark with the 
arrow from his bow, all five were proficient in 
some -special art; but .\rjuna was the most 
distinguished, for he was very handsome in 
face and form, and graceful in all his movc- 
.^ments.;.vt^e .distinguished himself upon the 
'arena many ' times,' delighting the onlookers 
and filling the hearts of his competitors with 
envy and admiration. When it cameUime for 
the oUl blind niaharajah to appoint a Yava- 
rajah, he wished to choose the eldest of the 
Pandavas, but so much trouble was the out- 
come of the expression of his wish, that he was 
forced instead of conferring this great honor 
up.bn/;his.::brot:her's . childj.,,to.. send, all five .ot 
them iiitb exile, arid name' his own son for the 
office of Yava-rajah (little rajah, which means 
virtually the successor to the throne). The 
five Pandavas departed sorrowfully but* 
obediently, and traveled far beyond the fron- 
tier of their own country, meeting. \yith many 
wonderful and fearful adventur'esi' bt^t -always 
overcoming, their enemies. ..,.--t.' ■ • • 

When they had .beeri.^bsent for sp.irie yearSj ■ 
word was spread;; abroad, . arid' reached, their 
ears, that the; Rajah of^ Ij'an lo 
celebrate the ' Swiy^ariivai^a' "(iriWrriage 'festival ) 
• pf . his daughter Draupadi, and would give a 
'; toiu:ria,ment, the one who should be success- 
ful-ih' the most difficult of the feats to win the 
girl's hand. As Draupadi was as lovely as a 
dream, wdth eyes like stars and wonderful 
hair, that enveloped her like a mantle, all the 
rajahs in the country were attracted to the 
competition. The ^Pandavas,: disguised, theniT , 
selves as Brahmiiis arid 'traveled to Kampilya, 
where the ceremony was to take place. 

For many days the preliminary festivities 
lasted. The city was filled with the visitors. 
'The princes from all over India came with 
their retinues, riding on huge elephants, which 
Avere wonderfully caparisoned with cloth of 
gold. There were camels their headgear all 
bejeweled, silken-coated stallions, their saddles 
trimrned with a fringe of gold, their bridles 
studded with rubies and emeralds. The streets 
of Kampilya were so thickly strewn with 
flowers tliat the air was heavy with the per- 
fume, and all the windows of the houses dis- 
played marvelous tapestries and rugs of rich 
design, and garlands and festoons of blossoms. 
At last the final day of the Swayamvara 
dawned, and the city was awakened by trum- 
pet calls early in the morning. At one end of 
the large. plain >vhere the tournament had been 
taking place had been set up a high pole with 
a golden fish upon the end of it. In front of 
the fish a quoit was hung and kept constantly 
wdiirling. An enormous bow was placed near 
the pole. Whoever should be able to string 
the bow and shoot an arrow through the whirl- 
ing quoit into the eye of the fish was to win 
the hand of the princess. Draupadi herself for 
the first time /during the festivities appeared 
as one of the spe'Ctatoi-s. She was very j'oung, 
very lovely, her wonderful soft, dark hair, en- 
twined with jewels, hung about her, and her 
beautiful brown eyes were full of a shy eager- 
ness. The multitude viewing her was filled 
with delight, and gave vent to their feelings 
in shouts of joy. The competing rajahs en- 
tered the arena, their hearts beating fast with 
the desire to possess a bride so lo^'cly, and 
perhaps their very eagerness made their hands 
less, steady ^ and, sure, for one and all tried to 
string the bow rind miserably failed. 

Presently from among the crowd of Brah- 
mins one stepped forth, his face enveloped in 
his mantle, lie picked u]) the enormous bow 
with an easy grace, fitted an arrow to the 
string, and at the first trial shot through 
the quoit into the eye of the golden fish. A 
roar of joy and admiration immediately rent 
the air; the Brahmins were beside themselves 
with delight and pride. With 'a timid gnnce 
the Princess Draupadi stepped but upon the 
arena, and threw a garland of flowers about 
the victor's neck, while he eagerly seized her 
hand and led h'er away as her lord and bride- 
groom. 

But the rajahs were all very angry. "Are 
we to be humbled b}"- a Brahmin?" the}- cried, 
and they drew their swords and surrounded 
the royal party, their faces dark with passion 
and outraged pride. ''Diaupadi shaU burn ona 
pile," they shouted, "unless .she shall 'chobse 
one of noble birth for her husband." 

At that moment all the Pandavas threw 
off their, disguises, and Arjuna, stately and 





tall, his eyes flashing, stood forth and pro-.'; 
claimed his birth and heritage. The sons of 
the House of Hastinapur were of the noblest, 
blood in the land, and the rajahs were forced' 
to acknowledge Arjuna's right to the bi^auti^^^ 
prize. Amid great rejoicing he carried^D'rau•^.; • 
l>adi home to his mother, where she should ref;-; 
mairi uiitil the marriage rites ^hould be per- ,, 
formed. 

Shortly after this the blind Maharaja dc- . 
cidcd to divide his Raj between the Pandavas, 
and the Kauravas, so that the old feud might 
be ended, and the Pandavas return from exile. ,. 
This was done, but so well did the Randavasi" 
rule their country that the Kauravas 'became ^ 
jealous. and began tQ. plot:, against, theii-'. riyals;. i; 
Then followed wliat is said to be the m'ost 
drarinatic incident in the history of the'Hmdn's,

SOME NEW BOOKS 



In these days, when of making of books 
there is no end, it is pleasant to come across a 
novel that is written frankly for the purpose of 
amusing, and do so without inflicting upon the 
reader anything that is nasty. Such a story is 
"The Climbing Courvatels," by Edward W. 
Townsend, printed by the Copp, Clark Co., of 
Toronto, and nicely illustrated. The Courva- 
tels are a juggler and his wife, who, having ' 
made monejs resume their proper family name ., 
and succeed in breaking into high society. Iti. 
is a capital tale. The dialogue is sparkling.. 
There are young people in the stor}'-, and a . 
love match takes place, but this is a secondary, 
climax. The interest attaches to the manner' 
in which Madame Courvatel guides the desr. 
tinies of the family. There' is no particular 
moral to it, and certainly^ no "immoral," but . 
there is a sub'tle vein of satire, which adds to its 
piquancy. Altogether it is a novel that is 
worth reading. 

"The Struggle for Impcriar Unity" 5s the, 
title of a well-printed Avork by Col. George T. 
Denison, of Toronto, issued by the Macmil-" 
lans. The subtitle is "Recollections and Ex- ' 
periences." It is a sort of political biography 
of the gallant colonel who,-6f cour^Cij is 'nbt-S 
politician. Its printing mad'e "a., heavy ''draft 
upon the . 'T| matrices of the^liriptypes, arid the 
i'eadef 'win learn from ' it fbr'^ the first time ho'w . 
very large Colonel Denison has loomed up in,-, 
the' history of the countr}--, and of the part he;': 
has played in its salvation. The book would-,, 
leave an entirely erroneous impression uponfr 
the mind of a reader, who was not already iii-'' 
formed of the development of the Imperial 
sentiment in Canada. It is of some value as a ; 
book pf reference, and would be worth more/, 
cxcept'^fbr its misleading title. Cbl. Denison 
is one of a few gentlemen, wdio have conceived 
the notion that they absorb all the patriotism , 
there is in the Dominion, and who labor to 
create artificial situations in order that they ^ 
may have the glory of setting them right. The 
frontispiece is an" excellent portrait of -..the 
author. 

"Banking and Commerce," by George 
Plague, formerly General Manager of the Mer- - 
chants' Bank of Canada, is a volume of nearly 
400 pages, published by the Bankers' Piiblish-.' - 
ing Company of New York. It is described on 
the title page as "A practical treatise for bank- 
ers and men of business, together with the 
author's experiences of banking life in Eng- 
land and Canada during fifty years." In thi.s 
book Mr. liague has dealt with many , things, 
of deep interest to business men, and perusal . 
of it will afford an insight into many thinjgiJ 
about which they ought to be informed. Many . 
of the mistakes of business men arise from ig- • 
norance of the conditions under which bank- 
ing and finance are conducted, and there is no 
other work which goes more fully into details 
or sets out principles more clearly than the 
one now under consideration. The part which, 
the banks play in the ordinary affairs of life 
is much more intimate and far-reaching than'.' 
is generally supposed. It is important, there- 
fore, that all business men should understand 
their general methods of procedure and the..! 
general rules which govern their management, 
A good deal of harm and a very great deal of . 
unreasonable prejudice is created because to 
many people a bank is a thing of mystery, 
whereas, in point of fact, it is a great public- 
convenience. Speaking from a wide experi- 
ence, Mr. Hague is able to illustrate by refer- 
ence to actual cases the. ideas vs^hich he adr 
vances, and thus those, who read his book, 
■will gain what few individuals could hope to 
acquire by their personal observations. He e.x-. 
plains the principle of the Canadian and Unitedv.- 
States banking laws. He gives his readers an|,' 
idea of the way in wdiich bankers look upou> 
applications for loans. C)pening the book at 
random, one reads. "Now when a banker 
comes to deal with the account of a/ saw 
miller, it is obvious that the first condition-is 
that the fixed property shall be paid- for,' both 
the mill and (,the timber limits. But if ,ah'' 
exception may be made in either case,4itwpuld 
certainly not be in favor of the mill, Avlum- 
berer wdiose saw mill is not free from incuin-, 
brancc is not in a position to ask advances from'j 
a bank." This shows the practical way iui 
which Mr; Hague- deals with the various asr 
pccts of the nnportant questions which, he ' 
discusses. ' '

Recollections of the Countess Bozonta 
' ■ " .' (Modjoska) 

■By^Lftlly'Bernard^^ ■ " .;• 
What a curious coll Is'. csijorlonce 
for some of .us! It >vas during a' bril- 
liant London s'eason In the early 
"elghtlbs" that the writer first met the 
.Cp.untess Bozenta, I'.nowii to thi' iiublic 
'as "Modjoska," the groiit Pellsli ac- 
tress, and -It was in the London house 
of a' kinsman of the writer, Admiral — 
tlion ; "Commander" , , Richard May ne, 
that" the m'emornblc .event took place; 
as fate would have U that 'was ^^'thc 



Of course, the writer liad seen "Mod- 
jeska" before the tootllghts, a gorgeous 
and beautlfu) figure, had felt the 
power, ijatbos and rellnement of her 
art- l!ut in thi! pretty llower-scented 
I^oiidon drawing room, with its bevy 
of fashionable guests humming like a 
swarm of human bees about this cele- 
brated exile, one received a new Im- 
pression of the woman, rather than 
tho .-ictresH. -And. In spite of the long 
years which have iiassed since that 
dav. tlu^ vision of the Countess Bozon- 
ta as she appeared In the hey-day of 
her fame, comes vividly before one. 

A small, mobile face, slightly worn 
and very ■ pale, straight, delicately- 
pencilled evebrows above dark eyes, 
.'iioiibre with the shadows which lin- 
i.M>red about them: a shapely and boau- 
tlfullv poised head. wUli honey-colored 
hair K'niplv arranged; a. stature of 
Imodium heighl : softly rounded " lines; 
I oxqulslteiv modelled hfinds and %vrlsts; 
!ind above all, ■ absolute calmness and 
re])ose of manner, a quiet distinction 
in the inannei- of dress — I can never 
renieiiiber Ma<lanie Uozimta In private 
life wearing anything amiroachiiig 
"gorf-'eou.s apiiarrel" — a distinction all 
the more noticeable In its contrast to 
the llutt<'ring, chattering mass of gaily- 
dressed women about tier. 

Jlnwevi'i- griichju.s the charm of Mod- 
letress. In private life the 
impn sslim slu; conveyed was that of 
a "graiide dame" in exile. Not that she 
made any i)lalnt, or ceased to play her 
l)urt witii distinction and grace in any 
circle in wdiich she found herself; ljut 
no ono could study her gesture or 
I eouutcniince, or li.sten to the tones of 
I her well-modulated voice, without be- 
! ing scnsibli! of an under-current of a 
f that I sorrow which dominated her life. To 
a young Canadian girl accustomed to 
associa.te with those whose lives are 
lioiind up with the splendidly free and 
wld(> devel<ji)ment of national life, tlio 
sigh.t of this winnan, endowed with 
;vill.i of an exceptionally high order, 
yt comi-u-Ued to suffer the bitter 
smart of exlli! from the homo of lier 
childhood, was hardly understandable, 



same Commander Maync who wrote, 
in the early sixties, a book on Vancou- 
ver, Island, still regardetl as a standard 
woi'k of raference. 

Hi(W clearly the impression 
first iineetlng with the great tragedian 
stands out amidst a whirl of strllclng 
event.'! In the life of a yiuing (Jnnadlun 
girl wji'l, for the lirsl time, lasted the 
delights — and tho fatigues — of ;i Lon- 
don season, with its I'mirt functioiis. 
its ci'a.seless rouinl nl' bcwlldei-in;j f. sti- 
vities anil its string of impressive pi-r- 
sohalillt'B passing before one's memory 

like a succession of shadows on a screenj yet brought with It a feeling alUn to 



envy, of a being so Imbued with In- 
tense patriotism, and suffering so 
great a wrong, that its magnitude 
marked it rather as a 4'stlnctlon than 
a sorrow. ' 

How far the artistic temperament of 
this great tragedian added to the sor- 
row of exile. Imposed upon herself and 
her family, we cannot know, nor yet 
what force It may have lent to her art, ■ 
this pent-up sorrow of a noble mind, • 
for no one could fall to recognise, that . 
nobility of character which was her 
special dower. In lier public career, 
she ever remained far removed from 
those petty jealousies and that egotism ■ 
so common among men and women of 
lier calling, and her private life was. ■ 
zealously. : guarded from all that .was ' , 
connected .;■ with, the profession by 
which shjs.galned public fame and a 
livellhobd. ;'

The acquaintance begun In 18S0, un- 
der such auspicious clrcumstancoi was 
to bo renewed some ten years later 
under totally different conditions. It 
was In the early nineties that the wrl- . 
ter found herself busily, engaged in 
studying decorative art, with the. So- 
ciety of Associated Artists In Nev.- 
York. an institution presided over by 
a remarkably clever woman, with a , 
genius for "color values," and an 
equally valuable gift for business af- ' 
fairs. Designs for the most exquisite 
of "art fabrics" emanated from tho 
ateliers of tho society, many of them 
adapted from drawings liy the head of 
the eatabHshment. ArtlatK of every 
kind were employed to draft designs 
for decoration of costly houses both In 
town and country. The workrooms re- ■■ 
Bounded with the Jargon of many for- ' 
elgn tongues, huge embroidery frames 
were stretched across the big work 
room.s and women workers were busy 
from morning until night, lllling or- 
ders which amounted in tho aggregate., 
to many thousands of dollars. 

One gained a curious Insight Into the 
lavish: expenditure of men whoso solo 
ambition It appeared, was to spend 
the wealth which they had accumulat- 
ed with such ease, men who have lived 
and died, possesors of untold wealth, 
and who have hardly been heard of, . 
outsldO;, thelri'own.lcltles'iQr states; l ,' 
Jladanio ; Bozerita had 'long been- rec-^ 
ognized among her Intimate ^rleiids/'as 
one of the most - exquisite' ,niBMle, 'w:o'>r „ 
men In America, and the . 'writer , who 
had been spending a dellghtful'after- 
noon In the, cosy, drawlnjgrt room'bf. . tho ■■ 
actress's New York' residence,' per-, 
suaded her to pass a; nfcirhlng In' the ' 
work rooms of .\ their- Associated ^Art-- 
Ists, inspecting-: the"' orders '>vhioh .were; 
being carried out. ! 

That visit Avas a source of " delight to - 
more than the writer. Madame Bor ' 
zenta , wandered about among th.e -'■ 
worlcers, o.'camlning with critical* eye 
each piece of embroidery or painting, 
chfltting the while, now in French, 
Russian or German, with one or other 
or the women. In her charmingly low ' . 
caretslng voice. With almost loving 
gesture she would linger tho costly 
fabrics while with quick appreciation . 
would point out tho merits or demerits . 
of various schemes of color, and would 
estimate with unerring judgment tlio . 
sense of "proportion" in curves and , 
designs. There was a little hunch- 
back embroidcress, who was entrusted . 
with the execution of a remarkably 
beautiful bit of work, a portlero of • 
heavy satin, four yards wide and as 
many long of an indescribable tone, 
known as "oyster white," which sho 
was decorating with a realistic mass 
of roses, tumbling with joyous aban- 
don over tho edge of an immense net, 
worked In huge meshes of pure gold 
thread; roses literally ran riot In their 
effort to escape tjieir golden bondage, 
hero and there a petal leaned down- 
ward to tho hem of the portiere, Mad- . 
ame Bozenta exclaimed with delight at 
the freedom and boldness of tlio de- • 
sign, for each flower was copied from 
a natural blossom, a bunch of rosea 
stood close to a heavy frame, scent- 
ing the air with their fragrance. ' 
•AVould you have it that I work ono 
petal?' Would sho have It! the pale 
face of the worker flushed witli plooa- 
uro. "Your thimble — may I " Surely, 
that thiniblo was treasured by tho en- 
chanted little worlcer whose shrunken 
form hid the soul of an artist. 

The women loft their frames .to 
crowd about the distinguished addition.' 
to tlieir ranks, and to , wa,tcb thb 
shapely white hands take up the sllk.r 
en thread In tho place of thpfe'e' thlti 
worn fingers of the usually isUent lit- 
tle embroidcress, wtio .forgetful Of time 
and place began to murmur— In a £6r,- 
elgn tongue her admiration* 'of tfi.o" 
skill with which this .far-famod actress 
plied her needle; but .the' language -was 
evidently not unknown to the woman / 
whose lingers decorated ■wltli costly 
rings hovered above- that costly bit of 
satin, rapidly as her needle ^nioyed, so 
words which sounded liquid' arid 'mus- 
ical fell from her llj^s, and their low 
murmur brought tearS' of happiness to 
tile eyes of that poor little deformed 
worker. It may not have been so very 
long, since she had heard tho dialect ' 
of her native country . . . tho petal ' 
was finished, and under the mass of 
enil)rolder,y silks, a polden coin ■ivas 
seen quietly to slip, .-iiid the llttio em- 
bi'oideresH, as she moved forward to 
take her accustomed seat, found an 
arm cast about her poor mis-shapen 
shoulders and Modjeska's lips pressed 
lightly against the sunken cheek of the 
"llttio sister." "Sister craftsmen" they 
certainly were, and it Is probable that • 
they were also "sisters in exile." 

It was an ine.x]jreKslbly touching lit- ,•; 
tlo scene, foreign to the spirit of that 
great city, where so-called democracy 
permits, no such tender, courtsjilp be- 
tween they women 'if the -"great" and 
thu humble 'world,' ^ '-One.: needs" must 
wonder If one precious'* tear of-' happi- 
ness which fell from tho.'.eyes' of that 
little ombroldercss crystallsed" on one 
of the rose petals a great ac- 
tress, and a tender woman worked for ' 
■lier on a porticr destined to adorn ■ 
the homo of a multl-mlllionalro in 
some far-off Western state. Could he 
have but known that ono of tho.sc ex- 
quisite petals which seemed to flout 
dowrward from the golden net, had 
been worked by one of the greatest ac- 
tresses of her day, how its value might 
have been doubled in his eyes. 

Such are two of tho most vivid mem- 
crles left for the -writer, of a beautiful 
and gifted -woman. . 
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TAKING LIFE TOO SERIOUSLY . . 

How diffictilt it is to arrive at the "juste 
milieu," even in the ordinary affairs of life! 

Not long ai;o we were, accused of taking 
life too lightl)'. '"^I'oo much chaff, too much 
laughter," said the solemn ones. "Will no one 
stop a moment to be serious?" "Life is real, 
.life is earnest. . Why so much pretence that 
4frj^^is:apything^^ spirit is in 

. cfhe air. ' We diiscern it"'n'6j:;VHH^^ mistjlving. 
A backvyard swing, of tiie' peiiduluni has set 
in, which, if permitted to' gain too much im- 
petus Avill lead us into worse plights than 
were over brought about by our old method of 
"insouciance." But was there not some virtue 
in the assumption of lig'ht-hcartedncss, whether- 
we, possessed. it or not? Was there not unself- 
ishness in . hiding our worries and' keeping 
silent abput.our feelings and inclinations when 
they were not of a cheerful nature ? Were not 
smiles better than frowns? Wer6 thei*e not 
times' Avhen a' little frivolling was ten times 
more welcome and did a great deal more good 
than ultra-seriousness? To take things easily, 
carelessly, is an art not ncarljr so easy to come 
by. as the naturally light-hearted imagine. We 
English have brought the. art to absolute per- 
fection. The British "sang froid" for which 
we are famous, is part of it. Let us pause 
ere we exchange this role for any other. The 
new lamp may not bum so brightly as the 
old. A symptom worthy of notice is the cur- 
tailment in some quarters of what we call life's 
playtimes. T.here are houses in society at 
which, should we drop in about the hour of 
tea time, that pleasant part of the day when 
laugliter and friendly chat were never looked 
for vainly, and sparks of wit, were wont to' fly 
about — disappointment will be our portion. 
What do we find instead? Drawing-room and 
boudoir invaded b}^ a black-coated lecturer, 
who, Avilh a blackboard borrowed from the 
schoolroom, is holding forth to rows of listen- 
ing ladies, their pretty foreheads wringled with 
the efforts of attention. Another afternoon 
dissipation is provided by meetings for the 
study of the occult. Fatal this at sucli an hour. 
It is impossible to dabble "in spooks," signs 
and portents, and still preserve an atmospheire 
of gaiety. Very high spirits are not the kind 
that psychic finends encourage. Why should 
all of us be so anxious just now to improve 
each other's minds? If wc arc honestly bent 
on improving our own, can we not do it less 
ostentatiously by readmg or gomg out to 

lectures, delightful. at-the right time and place? 

• When -yvomen set- up to be learned, they 
al\yay.§ take themselveg with much more dead- 
ly seriousness 'than do men. Men play with 
their subjects, find jokes in ^1 the 'ologies, 
and will write coniic verses in the midst of 
brain-splitting mathematical problems. This 
is one of the things woman cannot compass. 
Sometimes she admires it, sometimes she is 
rather shocked. But, she cannot do the same 
herself. ' ' 

Man is still, as a rule, the bread-winner, 
and vvbrker. Can we wonder that, when he 
comes home, he prefers to find a holiday at- 
mosphere, rather than a heavy one, however 
intellectual? The bow cannot always be kept 
taut, that is the way to rob it of its elasticitj'.

It is a fine thing to be learned, and no per- 
son is so boring as one who is nevci- serious.

GOWNS AND GOSSIP 

It is an annoying period of the year, for 
(he temper is tried in many little ways! 
I thought I would take an interest in niy per- 
sonal appearance and bought a new hat. 
innnedialeh^ the weather turned (Udl and rainy, 
and only once has the said hat emerged from 
its covering of tissue paper! The wind, too, 
is never quite a soothing element, for it is 
always so unexpected in its movements, and 
nothing gives me a greater trial than a sudden 
breeze, which carries away my hat, or causes 
it to tear at its hat-pin moorings. 

However, there are consolations, and one 
is seeing to a spring and early stnnmer ward- 
robe, and there is no time to waste over the 
weather or any other discomfort. We feel quite 
smart, until a fine day when the suit blazes 
out, and we are shown so many defects in 
coats, skirts and gowns, that tempter suggests 
an elaborate outfit at once, if wc are to do any 
sort of justice to ourselves and our families! 
A rapid consultation with a bankbook is, how- 
ever, a])t to temper our ardoin- with discretion 
and wc probably' diminish our aspirations to 
the extent of purchasing one new coat and skirt 
arid at all events, one new gown. 

• First of all, what shall we choose for coats 
and skirts of the every-day, useful description ? 
I am very much enamoured of the French fine 
serges, and cashmere suitings, for they arc a 
contrast to the coarse grained cheviot, which 
wc have worn all the winter. And i see noth- 
ing more attractive than the brownisii mole 
shades, and the new soft, dull mauve tones, 
which look as though they had been dyed with 
purple and grey and mixed : together. Green 
is another color which I love in the spring 
time, and it looks so well with a mauve hat, 
Or a brown straw massed with mauve flowers. 
The tweed and serge coats are all made with 
a short skirt. Some have the new swallow-' 
tail yoke over the hips and do.wn the back 



of the skirt. Numbers arc arranged with wide 
pleats, and the tailors are very taken with the 
models which are niade:With a front panel cut 
with tabs at the ssdii; ' which button over a 
group of pleats upon the hip.

THE ART OF I,EAVING 

There is sometimes a difficulty in knowing 
the exact moment that is considered correct to 
arrive at such functions as a lunch or a dinner,

matter. ' • ^ ' ' . ' 

So I have bethought myself, hence this 
week I shall give a few hints and examples, 
which may'.be of.^,'Some-vUSe to -is.pi^e^^of rny; 
readers.' ^' ^; , "^V v ^ vr" ' ' • " ' 

It is not, -pit .CDur$e,\ possible, to name the 
exact mometit'-'when a 'guest should arise and 
take her leave; so very much depends iipon the 
occasion and the circmnstances of the case. 
But there are, nevertheless, several recognized 
customs, in these matters, which it m?iy be 
helpful to rnention. 

For instance,- the .guests at a lunchebti are 
supposed to' leave at 3 o'clock, or as near that 
hour as is convenient; it may of necessity be 
later, should the party be a large one, one of 
those formal affairs, where the meal itself 
lasts till that hour. The ordinary luncheon 
party, however, even if it does not com- 
mence till 2 o'clock, shotild be over well be- 
fore three, and the guests, after allowing a 
short time to elapse, would leave as near 
that hour as possible, while when the begin- 
ning is 1 :3o, 3 o'clock would be the very 
latest time to leave, and a little earlier is 
quite permissible, in fact better form. 

The usual time of departure after an or- 
dinary dimicr party is 10.30, though where early 
hours arc kept, 10 o'clock is not considered 
any too soon. 

Dinner guests have a way of leaving in a 
body, a somewhat tactless proceeding, it 
seems to me. in a small establishment. 

Where bridge is to succeed the dinner, or 
it is known there will be music, it is not so 
easy to specify the exact hour of departure, 
and without any such help as previous ex- 
[jcrience, it is difficult to Icnow the right mc)- 
inent at which to order one's conveyance. 

The best way is to ask the servant on ar- 
rival, and if that is not successful, the only 
way is to draw a bow at a venture and say 
II o'clock. It is far better to order it too soon 
than too late, as few situations are more em- 
barrassing for all concerned than wheu one 
guest outstays all the rest because hei' car- 
riage has not arrived. 

The question when to leave day or evenin.g 
jiarties, (l;'.ncea, etc., is not at all iniporlanl ; 
guests suit their owu convenience, and often 
enter, at one door to leave immcdialcly at an- 
other, having merely shown themselves, either 
because other engagements have made ha.ste 
imperative, or else they do not find anyone 
else they know and do not care to face the 
awkwardness of a lonely wait, on the chance 
of a friend appearing — and nowhere does one 
feel more lonely than in a crowd of strange 
faces ! 

Guests at wedding receptions are generally 
expected to see the bride and bridegroom leave, 
and then depart themselves. No fotnial leave- 
taking of the hostesi is expected; if she hap- 
pcns to be in the hall, well, and good, a few 
words of farewell may be said; but on these, 
occasions the hosts, especially if they happen 
to be the bride's parents, have only one wish, 
and that is to se<? the guests go I 



I It is; not?ihiperatjve for the guests to stay 
till the "happy" couple leaves, and pressing 
engagements often oblige an early departure, 
but as a rule it is part of their duty to give 
them a joyous send off, more or less demon- 
strative. 

These seem the chief social occasions when 
the departure, and the -moment of it, seem to 
be important. , .;':' x^,' ' : 
, . At an' ordin3,ry afternoon call, I always 
think;,a good moment to choose is the arrival 
of.a new, i^ruest, as one can say farewell to one's 
hostess' without interrupting her conversation 
with someone else, and at the afternoon call 
one must say farewell to her, however much 
one may neglect that duty at ])arties. 

It is always polite to say good-by to one's ' 
hostess, even at a very large function, but it is 
perfectly correct and not considered rude, not 
to do so, especially if you leave' before the end 
of the entertainments 

You should, however, never on any ac- 
count neglect to go to your hostess immedi- 
ately on arrival at the party, before you at- ' 
tempt to converse with anyone else, but this 
is connected with .'u'rivals, and I seem to have 
got off my subject completely, so must come 
to the conclusion that I have mentioned the 
principal occasions when leave-taking is not 
merely a matter" of course, but a matter of 
etiquette. '

A diary may be very interesting and valu- 
able without containing any record likely to 
cause pain, to others, or shame to the writer. 
The old maxim, "Write kindness in marble 
and injuries in dust," is as good a motto in- 
writing a diary as in ordinary life. Not to be 
morbid or uncharitable; not to glorify self or 
depreciate others, to be sincere, accurate and 
yet natural and at case in writing up the jour- 
nal — Ihese are counsels of perfection for the 
diary-keeper.

JSTo doubt 
you know, and so do I , -certain among our ac- 
quaintances who a^e/ always welcome, always 
sought aftcr^iUJ-'Q yet who seem to make no ef- 
fort to rc[(*'Lirn the hospitality they receive. 

J^fowcver, you observe these exceptional 
pci"^jns, you will find that the reason lies in 
*jVlf fact that they are exceptional, and the re- 
jSfuni they make is something in themselves 
which they .give out — it may be some talent, it 
may be that indefinable quality which we call 
charm — in any case it is something which you 
and I, reader, may not possess, so we must be 
"up and doin.g," if we wish to keep the atten- 
tions of our little world. 

Mail)'' people, I know, disdain these social 
-arts. They say, "We want friends, not ac- 
quaintances, and we do not care for tiie sort 
of people wdio only want to cat our food, and 
who only come to see us when we provide 
some entertainment for them."

Few 
hostesses are so naive as to expect the young 
man to make any return for the hospitality he

HEALTH NOTES 

Nerves — and the Eyes 
We are constantly told that the many ail- 
ments of decidedly nervous origin from which : 
men and women suffer so much in these days . 
are the results of the onward trend of our 
civiUzatipn,.- and some 'philo.sophers ; say,, that 
if this is so^ it were alnttost bettet''th^\^^^^ 
not eveii \i6' civilized as.^'we are, ahd'^'tii at we 
certaiihly ou^ht hot to* develop' any further ! 

Tea, coffee, and other stimulating bcver- ' 
ages of modern times, highly seasoned foods, 
and the many dishes that go to make up our 
daily dietary over and above what is abso- 
lutely necessary to maintain our health and, 
force, are all blamed in turn, with bridge, 
theatres and late nights, as causing a form of ^ 
functional excitement that usually- ; ends 
chronic dyspepsia and "severe n'ei-'ve t'foubUs. 

JNow an eminent oculist has discovered that 
on^ of the chief causes of this commonest ail- 
ment of the people today, "nerves," is over- ' . 
s)t!rained eyesight. • 

i Our eyes- are constantly at work, one way 
'or .another, from morning till night, and, all 
too frequently, we work, read, write or type 
in a bad, or at all events, indifferent light, or 
else in a light that is so brilliant as to make a 
marked difference between itself and the riatitr-- 
al light of day; and the over-taxing of the i 
eye nerves by one or other of these conditioris,> 
reacts oil the rest of the nerves of the bodyi:|. 
and lays the foundation of nervous prostration*;; 
which leads to many other troubles whicli 'de-^ 
tract from health as wcli as beauty. 

When the eyes have been used all day at 
work of any kind, no close reading, and cer- 
tainly no fine needlework, should be attempted 
in a fading light, nor in artificial light of . any , 
sort whatever, for this tends to over-strain, 
them, to make their rims inflamed, to' depress , 
the nerve-tone, and eventually to weaken the;-;.;, 
eyesight. But if the eyes must be set to worki'i," 
a,gain in the eveiiings, they should first bC;.;," 
rested by being shut in a darkened room for . 
at least twenty minutes. 

Then they should be bathed with a thor- 
oughly good eye lotion, and in addition to this 
it is an excellent thing to massage the .muscu- 
lar tissues that extend from their outer arigles' 
across the'temples with a few drops of oil. A 
drop or so of this should be taken on the first 
and second fingers of both hands and rubbed 
into those muscles with a circular movement.' 

The bathing with the lotion will cool, re- 
fresh and brighten the eyes and be in every 
way beneficial to them ; it will also tend to 
prevent headache, ^especially of the hervpus 
kind. - ' ' , 

• Whenever it is possible to lift the eyes from 
any work on which they are engaged, it is a 
good plan to rest them, first changing the 
focus, by looking at some object the furthest' 
distance in front, and then shutting them for a 
second or two. This will prevent the exccs- 
si\'e weariness and hot, irritable ache that so 
many strentious workers feel, and will also 
help to prevent nerve-strain and loss of nerve- 
tone. ' V. 

If ever the words of a book seem to be out, 

of alignment, or in the least blurred or indis- 
tinct, the earliest opportunity should be taken 
of consulting a first-class occulist, for the, 
sight of over-tired eyes will be saved by the 
timely wearing of properly ])rescribed eye- 
glasses fixed into suitable frames by a really^,,; 
reliable optician; and the saving of the eye- 
strain there will also minimize .the risk of a 
bad nervous breakdpvvh -in the future, .'

^ to so many restrictions in matters 
of the atTections as ,^ the < princesses . 
of the reigning^ houses' Bf 'Europe. 
jijijiiaU' r When, they wish to marry a suitor " 
" of their own rank, all s'^vts of po- 

litical and dynastic questions have to be taken 
into consideration. Should they bestow their 
affections upon an admirer who docs not hai)- 
pen to belong to liic royal caste, every conceiv- 
able obstacle is placed in the way of their mar- 
riage, As a result, it sometimes happens that 
a royal princess, debarred from Viecoming'th'e, 
wife of the man who would have been her choice, - 
arid unwilling to contract a loveless marriage 
with some prince selected for the purpose by 
hier parents, or by their ministers, prefers to 
remain single. 

The most potent charm of the life of the 
mpdorn "bachelor girl" is the sentiment of in- 
dependence, the emancipation from control, and 
the power to command. These, however, are 
only enjoyed in a modified sense by tlie unmar- 
ried daughters of royalty. True, they are ad- 
dressed as "madame" — or "ma'am" in F.ngland 
— from their earliest childhood. They are sup- 
posed to have not merely servants. i)ut also 
gentlemen iind hulies in waiting. In many cases 
great nobles and dignitaries of slate are eager 
to obey their bidding and defer to their ca- 
prices. But they remain all their life subject to 
that strict and patriarchal control which is ex- 
ercised by every Tuirppcan monarch over the 
meriibers of his family, irrespective of their age. 
They must never leave the country without his 
permission, and must always be ready to obey 
his directions. 

There is no escape from this tutelage, which 
comprises the right of the sovereign to inflict 
disciplinarv punishments, such as the temporary 
or perniiin'ent v,-iihdrav.-al of tho pennission to 
use the royal liveries, and the withholding of the ' 
customary honors, military and otherwise, ac- 
corded to the members of tho reigning house. 
In e;xtrenic cases, the monarch can exile a re- 
fractory relative, or even deprive him of his 
liberty.' Hence it will readily be seen that a 
princess of the blood can never have more than 
a limited degree of freedom. 

Foremost in rank among the bachelor girls 
of royaltv is undoubtedly the Archduchess 
Maria Anmmciata, acting Empress of Austria 
and Hungary— a status which she is likely to 
. retain not only throughout the repainder of the 
. life or her uncle; the aged Francis Joseph, but 
also during the reign of his successor. For the 
heir apparefit,' vvlio is iier hnlf-brotlier, has con- 
tracted a morganatic marriage with Countess 
vSophie Cliotck, and is solemnly plcged to make 
no attempt to raise his wife to a scat beside him 
on the throne. 

The archduchess is a daughter of the late 
Archduke Charles Louis, and was at one time 
engaged to be married to her cousin, Duke 
-Siegfried of P.avaria. The young couple were 
very much in love with ench other, the duke 
being a dashing, handsome officer of cavalry, 
one of the most fascinating mcniliers of his 
familv. But almost on the eve of the date ap- 
])ointed for tiie wedding, tho proiligacios and 
dissipations of his previous life were suddenly 
revealed to his fiancee in t;hc most glaring colors 
by some officious relative. The archduchess, 
who is very high-principled, and imbued with a 
strong religious sense, was so horrified that she 
at once broke off the engagement. 

Duke Siegfried took the loss of his bride so 
much to heart that he lost his reason, and has 
been under restraint ever since. The arch- 
duchess regarded herself as in a measure res- 
ponsible for his insanity, and was so conscience- 
smitten that she wished to renounce the world 
and become a nun. The emperor, however, 
would not permit her to do this, pointing out to 
her that it would iie contrary to the interests of 
the dynasty, and that she cotdd accomplish just 
as good work, if not more, as abbess of the 
Convent of the Noble I-ndios of tiie Hradschin 
— an office whicli she continues to hold, even 
since lier appointment, some eighteen months 
ago, to the dignity of acting empress at Vienna. 

The headship of this particular order is in- 
variably held by one of the unmarried arch- 
duchesses, and was filled by the Archduchess 
Cristina until her marriage with the late King 
of Spain. Although only bound to cclii)acy as 
long as she retains the position, the abbess, 
alone among all women in holy orders, possesses 
Ihc right of exercising certain episcopal pre- 
rogatives, among them that of crowning tho 
Queen of Bohemia, when tin: I'rimale of Bo- 
hemia crowns the emperor as King of Bohemia 
with the crown of S%. Wenceslas. On state ot- 
casions, and at church and court ceremonials, 
she appears adorned with a initre-shapcd golden 
head-dress, carries in her hand a jeweled erozit-r, 
similar to those borne by hishojis and arch- 
bishops of the Roman Catholic Church, and 
wears a peculiarly fashioned black di'ess and a 
long black mantle with a sweeping train. 

The convent of which the Archduchess 
Maria ;\nnunciata is t he head was founded many 
centuries ago by an early king of Bohemia, but 
was reorganized and endowed anew by the Em- 
press Maria Theresa, to serve as a retreat for 
impoverished ladies of high birth. All sorts of 
genealogical qualifications are recpiired for en- 
trance, hut, once admitted, the candidate need 
have no ftu'ther care, being provided not, only 
with a comfortable resi(lenc(^ in the I'oyal palace 
of the Hradschin. at Prague, and food from the 
royal kitchens, but also with ser- 
vants, carriages, and even an allow- 
ance of money, for minor expenses. 
Til e - only thing .asked of her in . retvjm; ; 
is that 'she should attend mass in the mpriiirifj 
and vespers in the afternoon, offering up at these 



services certain prayers for the reigning family. 
The members of the order, who arc called 
^"caripncsses,". are..'all maiden ladies, and in the .,; 
/event of their .marriage are compelled to resign.,,. 

• The archducfe 
•lit :thie Hra'dschiri' tha^ foriricifly."'' Her duties as' 
acting empress necessitate her presence at 
Vienna, where she receives all the presentations 
of women at court, native as well as foreign, 
grants audiences to ambassadors and ambassa- 
dresses, acts as patroness of scores of philan- 
thropic institutions, and as grand mistress of 
the various feminine orders of knighthood. She 
takes precedence of all other women of the. im- 
perial family. In a word, she fulfils ' all the cere- 
monial duties of the consort of the monarch. 

She is a stately, handsome woman of thirty- 
two years of age. She inherited much of the 
comeliness and many of the talents 
of her mother, the Archduchess Maria 
Theresa, formerly the most beautiful 
and still the most gifted princess 
of the reigning House of Haps- 
burg — a sculpturess, a painter, a poetess, 
and an equestrienne whose feats of horseman- 
ship rival those of her sister-in-law, the late 
Empress Elizabeth. Of course, the Archduehess 
iNlaria .'Vnnunciata has her own separate cslali- 
lishment and household, as well as a verv large 
allowance from the emperor to enable her to 
maintain her dignity as first lady of his court. 
An Eccentric Princess 

Among the bachelor princesses of Europe 
there is one who has frequently visited America, 
under the incognito name of "Miss von Bayer." 
This is Princess Theresa, tho eldest dangliter of 



miration and sympathy for her was 
the _ late Dom Pedro of Brazil, who 
' •shared: her tastes. ...Othersii- ; ha^

hiis'ii discdncerting way of appearing upon the 
scene with all sorts of queer tteasures in the 
shape of mummies, .skulls, reptiles, and live- 
stock of a varied and exotic character, for which 
she expects hospitality. 

On one occasion she landed, without warn- 
in^, at Lisbon from South ' America, with a 
young punui, three monkeys, several parrots, 
and a ; couple of ^ trained snakes. - Naturally, 
liptel keepers are reliictarit to receive guests of 
this character, especially i when they happen to 
be as cautions in money matters as the princess 
is said to be, and consequently the late King of 
Portugal was compelled to make room in his 
palace both for the royal lady and for her pets. 
The Romance of Princess Clara 

History, and even court gossip are silent as 
to any romance in the life of Princess Theresa. 
Her bachelorhood must be ascribed to her 
whole-hearted devotion to the cause of science, 
rather than to any disappointment, in love, such 
as that wiiich has condenuied her young cousin, 
Clara of Ba\ai'ia, to spinsterhood. as abbess of 
the ConveiU of St. Anne at Wurzhiu-.g. 

Princess Cl.ara, now about thirty-live years 
of age, is a very handsome woman, who some 
seven years ago privately jjlighled her troth to 
Baron, Gramer-Klett, the principal ironmaster 
of'Bavaria, and the richest man in the kingdom. 
The baron's falthcr was a self-made man of 
humble origin, who, beginning life as a news- 




Wurzburg, a Lutheran like himself; and con- 
sequently his contributions to the Catholic 
. orders:a.re'iati ap.end^^'^^ 

: ''iM'wa/^wWtS Tlak.e>;to''ConS{ier''aifi offer 'of' mar- 
riage made' By' Prince Victor of Italy, Count 
of Turiri;"newf:gOt over the disappointment. 
For the past three years she has withdrawn 
to a great extent from court life, and spends 
much, of her time in foreign travel, only oc- 
casionally putting in an appearance at Munich. 
The Sister of the Kaiserin 

Princess Fedora of Schlcswig-llolstein, 
the youngest sister of the German Empress,^ 
may likewise be included;.,among the, bachelor' 
girls of royalty. She is ripV.thirty-fpur years 
of age, has a charming estkblishijient of her 
OAvn at P.ornstcdt, near Potsdam, and has 
avowed her intention of never marrying. Some 
sixteen years ag(j she was engaged to Duke 
Frederick of Mecklcnburg-Schwerin, but only 
a few weeks before the date appointed for the 
wedding he perished, with his entire crew, 
while in command of a torpedo-boat, during a 
hurricane that swept ovc* the Baltic. 

I'rinccss P'edora has had many suitors since 
— including, it is said, tlie present JCin.g of 
Italy — but she has persistently refused all 
offers of marriage, and devotes herself to the 
children and grandchiklren of h.cr two elder 
sisters, and to literature. Under the pseu- 
donym of "F. llugin" she has produced several 
works, including a novel ofr German - pea-sant 
life, "Hahn .Berta," which- amazed the critics 
by the sympathetic knowledge which it dis- 
played of the conditions of life among the 
poorest classes. The book ^vas illustrated by 
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the aged Prince Kegeiit of BaN'aria, and the 
ai)ple (.)f his eye, although she is now bordering 
on sixty. Strong-minded, somewhat masculine 
in appearance, usually dressed with utter disre- 
gard to the dictates of fashion, and wearing the 
most incongruous of hats, she looks a blue- 
stocking rather than a princess of the blood, 
and possesses more than the ordinary share of 
that eccentricity which usually accompanies 
genius. Most of her time is sfKuit in traveling, 
attended 1)\- a iarly in waiting of analogous as- 
[)ect and tastes, the Baroness von .Malsen, and 
l.)V ;m I'lderl)' inan-.servanf , who is a great ehai-ac- 
t(.'j' in his wa\', being accustomed to all his mis- 
tress' odtlities, and consequently no longer sur- 
prised at anything. 

The voyages of Princess Theresa have 
carried lu-r northward far bc^■ond the Arctic 
Circle, and southward into I'atagniiia. She 
clninis t(i li,'i\'i.' traversed .Vorth .America, from 
llie Clre.at |,ak-i\s to the I lull of Mexico, ua 
lewer than twelve times, and [o have lived for 
months together among the Indian tribes, for 
the purpose of studying their customs and lan- 
guages. She has also explored Brazil in nil 
directions, and has • written several standartl 
works about that country.. Her books, which 
bear on their title-page the name of "Theodore 
von Bayer" as author, have won for her all 
sorts of sci(Mitilic distinel ions, including niein- 
bership in the Royal Academy of Bavaria, and 
an homnary degree from the • University of 
Munich. 

While held in high esteem by the various 
learned and literary societies, it cannot be said 
that she is very popular among the reigning 
families of Europe. Indeed, the only crowned 
head who ever manifested any pronounced ad- 



izntlon, which is a hint to other musical club.-i. Tho Oriilipu.s ('\\\b Is now

wig II. in recogniticm of his ser\-ices to the in- 
dustry and trade (.if the country. Like his father 
before him. Baron Cramer-Klett is a I'rotcstant 
and a Freemason. In spite of this, hoping, to 
please the princess and to reconcile her relatives 
to his suit, he devoted enormous sums of money 
to the purchase of old-time abbeys and monas- 
teries; and after placing llieni in thorough re- 
pair, he restored lliem free of cost to ihe Jiion- 
astic orders to which they had originally be- 
longed. 

( Ine of the most notable instances of his 
generosite \v;is '.he restoralion of the ancient 
abbe}' of W'essobrium, . near Weillieim, to tlie 
Benedictine order, to which it had formerly be- 
longed. It is the oldest monastic building in all 
southern Germany, and it i? estimated that this 
gift alono cost the baron mpro than a million 
marks. He probably .ga^'c as mucli more to the 
famous Benedictim; monastery of Etial, yet not- 
withstanding this liheralit.\\ which naturally as- 
sureil hini the ,;-:ood-\\ ill of the church in his 
suit for the hand of the i)rincess. Prince Rc.gent 
Luitpold absolutely declined to give his consent. 

Kot only did the old regent condemn the 
proposed marriage as a mesalliance, but he also 
objected to a supposed strain of insaliity in' the 
blood of the baron. The hitter's father died a 
hmatic, his madness talcing the form of a con- 
\dclion that in spite of his wealth, estimated at 
a hundred and fifty million marks or more; he 
was doomed to die of siarvat'on. Iiva way, 
this fear was lealized, since his death was caus- 
ed by cancer of tho throat, which preve.ited him 
/frojTi' taking.^any,npui:ishmcnt. 

Baron Qamer-Klett consoled himself, three 
or four years ago, by wedding young Baroness 



the authoress, who is as clever Avith her brush 
as with her jieii, and altogether a most gifted 
and charmin.g wointm. 

Clementine of Belgium 

The spinsterhood of' Princess Clementine' 
of Belgium, now nearly liiirty-scven years old, 
is entirely due to political considerations. Had 
it not been for the obstacles placed in the way 
of 'the suit of her cousin, Prince l'"erdinand of 
Ctdjiirg, she mi.ght loda}' be occtip3'ing a place 
beside him on ilie throne of lUil.garia. Four 
_\'ears ago her father .again inter\-ened, to pre- 
\'cnt her fi'oin becoming the wife of Prince 
\''ictor Napoleon. A sincere attachment jire- 
\ailed between Victor and Clementine, and. 
they were aiixi(jus lo l)e married: Imt iter 
father. King Leopold, who had every reason 
to desire to conciliate France, in connection 
with his troubles in the Congo State; feared 
lest he nii.giit offend his powerful neighbor b)' 
perniittiiig the union of his daughter to a 
prip.ee of the banishcil imperial house. 

.Since th.it time Princess Clementine and 
her father have no longer livc(l under the 
same roof. Lc'a\dng the palace iif Laeken, she 
set up an establishment of her own at Lc Bel- 
vedere, a*- villa which stands in extensive 
grounds of its owri. not far from .King Leo- 
pold's country residence; • 'VYhilc she 'appears 
at state ftjnc'tloris, andvt'ike^. her: 
the royal circle at co'.uft ceremo'nieS',:"6lle. i's to 
all intents • and ' ptirjioses- estran lier 
father. 

This estrangement, indeed,' is merely the 
culmination of a long series of family sorrows, 
which are largely responsible for tiic mourn- 
ful expression of Princess Clementine's hand- 
some .eyes. Her birth was a disappointment 



to her parents, to the govenimcnt, and to ithe 
Belgian people. Leopold and his wife had 
separated|;and;it^ only in deference to the 
etitfeatie's df 'th'e ministers, and to their ap- 
peals to her sense of patriotism and consider- 
ation for the dynasty, that Queen Henrietta 
reluctantly consented to become reconciled to 
the king, in the hope of providing a male heir 
to the throne. When a girl was born instead 
of a boy, the queen considered that: she had 
made the sacrifice of her pride and - of • her 
feelings without avail, and^^she always seeined 
to bear a grttdge against liti" 'youngest' daiigh- 
tei-. 

Clementine's childhood was darkened by 
the conflict between her father and her mother; 
nor has her life been any brighter since she 
attained womanhood. She had scarcely 
emerged from the schoolroom, v/hen her old' 
governess, to v/hom she was devoted, who had 
been with her from infancy, and . who to all 
intents and purposes was a mother to her, met 
a shocking fate in a fire that almost wholly 
destroyed the palace of Laeken, and in which 
the princess herself narrowdy escaped death. 
Since then, there have come in succession the 
tragic end of her brother-in-law. Crown Prince 
Rudolph, at Meyerling; that of her favorite 
cousin. Prince Baldwin of Flanders, at Brus- 
sels;- the expulsion of her sister, the Crown 
Princess Stephanie, from Belgium by the or- 
ders of. the King, and the subsequent disgrace- 
ful lawstiils between Stephanie and her father ; 
and the unsavory scandals in connection with 
the elopement of her eldest sister, Princess 
Philip of Coburg, followed by her incarceration 
in a lunatic asylum, her escape, her divorce, 
and her fights with an army nf creditors. 

Princess Mathilde of Saxony 

Among the most, peculiar of the bachelor 
girls of royalty is Princess Mathilde, the mid- 
dle-aged sister of the King of Saxon3^ She is 
nearer i'nty than forty, exceedingly stout, 
rather tall, and extremely ' masculine 
in her manners and - utterances. - In 
spite of ■ her weight,. . she is a mag-; 
nificent horsewoman, - invariably riding 
very big horses, arid is a splendid four-in-hand 
whip. , She is quite the reverse of conventional, 
speaking out her thoughts without the slightest 
reserve, and is much dreaded by the court cir- 
cle at Dresden on account of -her .'sharp •totigue 
and her gift of sarcasm. ' " " 

She has the most extraordinary walk, tak- 
ing enormous strides like, those of a man.' 
When she is-'out- shooting, . or ^ 
along the country roads near Ker ■ slimiher'^osi- 
dence, .with short skirts and heavy boots, she 
conveys' the impression at a distance of being 
a man in a long cloak. Indeed, it is difficult 
to persuade strangers that a woman so plain- 
1}' and evenly roughl}'- garbed can be a prin- 
cess of the blood and a sister of the King. 
Good looks are not her strong point, and it 
would be more polite than truthful to descrtbt ■ 
her as an ornament to the court of Dresden: 

During the reign of her father, the late 
King George, over wdiom her influence was 
unbounded, she ruled the Saxon court with an 
iron hand ; but her relations with her brother, 
the present King, are much less friendly. He 
shares the belief of his people that Princess 
Mathilde's pronounced antipathy to his fornivr 
wife contributed in no small degree to the coi- 
dition of affairs which le'd that unfortunate 
" cess to abandon her family, and to involve 
herself in the shocking scandal that cost her 
the throne of Saxony. 



PAYING WOME?|I LESS . 

In deploring the fact that women are usual- 
ly paid less than meri for the same work, many 
writers overlook certain points which are ne- 
cessary to a just consideration of the question. 

A.S no one individual or corporation, more than 
another, is to blame, it is the world in general 
that must be blamed or justified. With many 
notable exceptions, the world tends to frame 
its customs so as to work out the greatest good 
to the greatest number. The individual must 
be forever secondary to the common good. 
The question may then be Stated thus : Can 
wc blame Ihe world for not encouraging wo- 
men to give up the proper feminine ideals of 
home-making by making them even-handed 
competitors wdth men and independent of 
them? The workl esiieeiall}- needs two things, 
more and better homes and more and better 
people. Is it to be blamed for framing its 
customs to attain those ends? If it be denied 
that tins general result is good, then it may be 
denied that the means to gain it are good. But 
if it be admitted that the general restdt is the 
ri,ght one, then the world is justified in not 
encouraging too great a divergence from what- 
ever will conduce to that end. The world is 
justified in saying to woman : "For you busi- 
ness is but a preparatory school, a stepping- 
stone, a partial service. Your real work is. tp 
bo wife and mother. Be employed at any user 
ful work so long as that seems best for ybu 
individually, but remember that you are en- 
dowed with a higher capacity for service, and 
there is need for your Avork in the home." To 
give emphasis;to this dictum, and to keep it 
hourly freshen rnind, the world, perhaps wise- 
ly and' kindly, declines, to encourage woman 
overmuch to .prefcf an 'independept life. 
'; V It is difficult, if not impossible, to speak in 
general terms of the problem of women in, 
business without seeming to countenance 
many flagrant wrongs. In presenting tHis 
view it is not to justify any known injustice 
the reader may have in mind, but to afford a 
perspective which may enable us to consider 
universal tendencies. — Home Journal.

Tlicro arf jilaces far noarcr home which very few 
peopli' hav>' .-^ver heard tli;it are lilcely to have their 
names publi.slied in all parts of tlie world. On Sunday 
Captain Xewcomb, of the cruiser Kestrel, seized an 
American fishing schooner, the Charles Levi Wood- 
toury, off Haycock Island, The crew of the schooner 
were busy catching- halibut when the Kestrel came 
alone:. Captain Newcomb believed they were only 
a mile from shore, and the law of nations says that 
alL the fish within three miles of the shore bolonu to 
the country that owns- the land. The captain of the 
Kestrel ordered the vessel to stop, and when tho 
captain. Instead of doing so. sailed out to sea, the 
Kestrel fired upon the flying schooner. ;t Is this 
which malics the matter ."^orious. The poaching of 
fish Is common enough In (."anadlan watcr.s. but it Is 
not often a ship refuses to yield when It Is de- 
tected. The Airierica/i captain (leclari!.-; he was not 
inside the three niile limit. V.ut tlie AVoodbury was 
taken to Vancouver ami her cargo sold for the 
benefit of the Dominion Government. 

But If Canadians ought to help th" Mother Country 
there Is a still iilainor duty at home, and Col. Haii 
lias shown us what it is. Canada depends for lii'r 
defence on tho offered holp of her own men. If wo 
are to have an army It must bo one of volunteers 
But Canadians, among whom we must bn counted 
Victorians, do not see that it Is their duty to bocomo 
soldiers. Yet w« declare that Canada Is about to he- 
come a nation and Victoria Is one of the gatewa.va 
of Canada. If an enemy were to cnmn, who should 
defend us if not young men? It Is tor this reason 
that in .S witiierland every iioy is trained to be a 
soldier. Aleclianics and clerks, farmers and teacher.s — 
every man could if danger arose take tlie field in 
defence of his countr.v. This seems a l)(-tler plan than 
keeping men Idle in time of peace tliat they may he 
ready for war. Lord Strathcona's plan of drilling all 
the schoolboys would go far to make all tho young 
men of (Jaiiada soldiers. To be ready for diaiger 
does not bring the danger near. 

Tliere have Iieeii stormy times in the liou.'^e of 
Commons at Ottawa. Mr. Pugsley, th(^ Dominion min- 
ister of publli' works, lives In New Brunswick. As 
a members of tho government of tb.at province he 
was concerned In tho building of a railroad. It wa.^ 
suspected that the money tho pcojilo had put Into 
this road was wasted. A number of gentlemen of 
the opposite party were appointed to enquire Into 
the conduct of Mr. Pugsley and his aasoelates, and 
they have said that tho business of tho railroad was 
badly managed, and that money was not only wasted 
but that there were susi)icions that part of It was 
stolon. Mr. Pugsley declares Vmt ho Is Innocent and 
that the report has boon made by Ills en(!mles. Many 
memhc^rs of parliament and the Conscrvativi! new.s- 
]iai>ers .say that until he can prove lilnisidf liuiocont 
of any suspicion of dishonesty, ,Mr. 1-MigsIey liua no 
light to remain in control of such a large part of 
the public money of Canada as Is spi'iit by llio de- 
partment of iiubllc works. Hi. Hh'nild, "they say, 
resign at once, prove lilmself innociMit and tlieii 
tlie iieoide would hf glad to trust liini. Thr whole 
affair is very unfortuiiatc. lOItlier .Mr. I'ugsley and 
his as.socIatcs have been false to their trust or the 
men who were sworn to juilge righteouslv have lis- 
tened to slanderers and declared their stories true 
.Truth and honesty are virtues without which no 
nation can prosper. Reoopt events hav(- .shown that 
th»r« are too rriany men In Canada who are not to 
be trusted. 

. In England' the spoeofhes of Sir Edward Grey and 
Mr. Reginald McKenna soem to have convinced people 
of all parties that every effort must be made to build 
war ves.sels. Britons everywhere feel that they must 
help In this work. It Is not likely that there wJU he 
mucli more talk hut wo may be sure that In tllO Shlp-. ' 
yards strong arms and skilful hands will hurry for- 
ward tho work of making ready tin- great sliljis which 
are to defoml tho country. .■Vll the colonies have 
oljfered help and It only reniuins to be seen iiow best 
that help can bo given. Tlio Canadian Mlnlsler.s, 



Graham and Brodeur, say that Canada intends to 
strengthen tho fortifications at Esquimalt and Hali- 
fax and to build ships to defend our coasts. 

At the meeting hold In the theatre on Wednesday 
night It" was resolved that Instead of waiting till all 
this could be done, Canada should at once make a 
gift to the navy. Every one In the theatre, and it 
was iiucked, agreed to this. If Britons, wherever thny 
live, unite, there Is little danger that they will be 
conquered. Such a union moans that in Canada and 
all the colonies people will have to take their sharo 
in supporting the soldiers and sailors who ,for nearly 
a century: and a half have been paid by the people of 
Groat Britaip. .We must remember that British wor- 
ships are as ready, if need be, to defend yictorla or 
Sydney asiXjiyerpool or .Ijondon.- If ■we'Jri'i.C&iiaaa.aro 
to undertake a sharo In the work of defence we must 
be prepared to spend money. Speeches and songs 
are all very will, but it will bo by real self-denial 
that tills work Is to be done. If at all. Yet if we arc 
sure that England needs our help, no Canadians 
worthy of the name would refuse It. 

The attention of the wliolo world has, during tho 
past week, been fixed upon Tuiitey. It is not a year 
since the Sultan, Abdul llamld, was forced by tho 
young Turks to give up liis despotic jiower and to 
allow the peojilo a share in their own government. 
Under tho new rule no one was to he punished unless 
It was proved that he had broken tho laws and every 
man wns to he allowed to enjoy his possessions in 
peace. The old tyrajit promised to submit to the will 
of the people. The Turkish nation rejoiced that what 
had taken other countries years to accomplish, often 
with much bloodshed, had. been ■brought about peace- 
•fully in Turkey. 

But crafty old. Abdul Hamid had only bent to the 
storm. One by one he replaced the friends of the peo- 
ple by men Wiho are tals own tools end the enraged 
people felt that they had been deceived, A few days 
ago the army revolted. The soldiers determined to 
sfee that the government which the young Turks had 
established should .be carried out if tho Sultan were 
forced to leave the tlrrono. The great body of them 
are stationed at Salonika, some tlireo hundred miles 
distant. They began to march on Constantinoiile. 

In the meantime Abdul Hamid had again dismissed 
his cabinet and appointed ministers more pleasing to 
the people. Some of tlie old ministers have been 
killed but the citizens of Constantinople have been 
going about their business as usual and rich and titled 
foreigner.-? li.-ive not felt It necessary to leave tho city 
or give up their pleasures. 

While this was going on at Constantinople, one of 
those terrible riots between .Mn.homniedans Jtiul Chris- 
tians, which have been so common In this badly ruled 
land, broki; out at Adana, nearly opposite the island of 
Cyjn-us, in Asia Minor. A congress of missionaries, 
among wlunn were many Americans and several Can- 
adians, was liping lu-kl at this place. It Is said that 
many town.s in the district were burned, among whicli 
was Tarsus, the birthplace of the Apostle Paul. Tho 
trouble has spread rapidly throughout Asiatie Turkey 
ami thousands of Armenian Christian^ Jiavo been 
killed, it is reported that in one of the villages not 
a baiie has been ^ared. 

Tlio quarrel between the Armenian Christians and 
their Moslem neighbors has lasted since the days of 
the Crusades. Long years of oppression have made 
the Christians look' upon tho Turks as enemies and 
caused tho Mahoinmedans to dosiplso tho Christiana. 
When district, fear and religious hatred fill the 
hearts of people it takes little to provol<o a rpinrrel. 
The gathering together of the Christian niiaslonarles 
scattered through the country occurred at almost the 
same limo us tho IMuhommedan spring festival. It 
is probable, too, that the Turks had learned of the 
attack about to be made on the -Sul'tan and -feared lest 
their religion was in danger. 

So far. It does not soem that many of the inlaaion- 
nrles have bei;n killed though before you read this 
brave, gentle women and strong, loving men may have 
met as terrible dt^aths as the .apostles and early Cliris- 
tlan teachers who suffered martyrdom in the same 
country nineteen luuidred years ago. 

British and otlier warships are hurrying to tho 
coast of Aidana but they have not arrived In time 
to prevent much bloodshed and- miln. Tho days when 
men and women, yes, and little -cliildren, must face 
death and torture rather than give up their faith 
have hot. yet passed away. 

THE HIBERNATION OF BEARS 

One of the Interosting features of animal life Is 
tho means em|iloyed for subsistence In winter. Many 
animals, including wolves, foxes, coons and opn.ssums, 
forage for their food all M'Inter, while others store up 
nuts, acorns, corn and the like In dens where they 
hlbei'iiate for four or five months during the coldest 
weather, but come out occasionally on warm, sunny 
days. Still others lay up foud In the «ha])e of I'at In 
the body In the autumn, then, when the weather be- 
gins to get cold they den up In caverns and caves and 
never come out until next spring, doing without food 
tho whole winter through, their lives being sustained 
by tho .slow combustion of fat already stored up in 
the body. Snakes, frogs, ground hogs and bears are 
among. the,-claas. Of,. animals . that, hibernate without • 
'fOO<i,-' Tiiey practically sleep during the entire wlhter, 
or remain in a'kind' of. stuppr. ' 

The largest)Of itherianimals. iwhich hibernate viylth- 
out food is the--.'bSar,;;pi\Ti5;iv^A'j^^^^ 
autumn, a bear"wlll' lie -down"' arhdng the fallen' leaves' 
in some dry <!anyon or under a sheltering rock or 



tangle of underbrush, and go to sloop for about two 
weeks without stirring. This la to prepare for the 
long; winter retirement. This preliminary sleep oc- 
curs some distance from the den previously selected 
for his winter quarters. After two weeks of this 
preparation, the bear gets up and goes etr'alght for 
his den, enters It, and Is soon 'no more until - the 
weather gets warm again in the spring. . He goos in 
very fat, and comes'but'gatirit and'Kunghfy. 'AndiVuni 
less ho gets fat In the fall he must forage- for his food 
all winter. 

It is doubtles.s with bears as with men. A fat man 
can fast longer than one who .starts in loan and 
emaciated. People who have been forced for any 
reason to do without food for a long time, say that 
during tho first two or three davs after thoir rations 
are shut off the gnawln;;s of liunger an^ very painful, 
but after this the pain Is not so acute, as tlie sj-stmi 
turns from its crying after now noLirishniont and lii.- 
gln.s to burn up or consume the fat stored In the bodv 
in the effort to sustain life and furnish necessarv eii- 
• ergy, and during tills stage of tho fast, the onlv'feel- 
Ing Is one of gradual em;iclatlon and lessening of 
strength And, naturally, if a man were l\-ing dow.u 
all the time he was fasting, ratlier tlian walking about 
expending energy, ho could sustain life lor a longer 
period. _ ^o It is not marvellous after all, that a fat 
bear lying in a^ deep, warm cave in tlu- ground, can 
live three or four months without eating. 

Some old hunters and tvappcrs say that no matter 
how largo a cave may he, only two bears hibernate 
there; that If another pair venture to Intrude, there Is 
serious trouble in store for the Last comers. Others 
tell US that If tho den Is large, another i?alr mav take 
up their abode In another part of it, as tlie drat com- 
ers are In a state of stupor or toi-por, and not dis- 
posed to be quarrelsome, or to take much notice of the 
late comers. 

During the latter part or the hibernating jjoriod, 
very early In the «pring, the young cubs are born, and 
it is the coming of the cubs which forces the old bear 
out after food and ater In order to nourish her young. 
It Is .said that slie never leaves the den until after the 
cubs are born, but very soon thereafter she comes" 
forth ravenously hungry, and It la at this time tliat a 
bear Is quarrelsome and ill-humored, and when she 
plays such havoc with the farmers' pigs, poultry, 
lambs and young calves. 

Old mountaineers, trappers and liuntors who trap 
wild anlmalg for shows, park boards and the like, take 
advantage of these e;irly trips of the mother bear to 
cajiture the little cubs in tlie den. These hunters will 
have an order from any showman for a pair of young 
boars at !i good price, .and being familiar with the 
mountains and rocky bluffs along river.s and other 
wild, unbroken country, they know tin; location of 
every den large enough to hold a pair of bears, and in 
the spring as warm -^veathor approaches, tliey keep a 
sharp -watch for tho old mother bear to emerge from 
her long winter home, for motlior Instinct drives her 
forth before the male comes cut. 

As soon ai the hunters see fresh tracks in the 
snow, sand oi* soft eartli leading away from the cave, 
they know the old bear has fared forth after food. 
Thov tlien set a large ste(d trap in the trail to catch 
her on tho return trip. And as there is generally, a 
more or less well-defined path leading to the cave, 
they are pretty sure to catch her, as she wiir come 
b.Tck along the same path. 

After she is caught eiic Is not molested, but allow- 
ed to remain quietly in the trap. Tlio huntern now se- 
crete thomsclvea near by, and watch day and night 
for tho appearance of the cubs. After a time they get 
very hungry, and nose about in the cave for their 
mother, and failing to lijid her they keep exploring un- 
til they como to tlio mouth of the cave and see her in 
tho trap, when hunger leads them to go out to her, 
when the hunters malte a break for tho mouth of tho 
cave to intercept and catch them before they get in- 
side again. In this way they not only catch the little 
cubs alive, but possibly the old bear also. 

This is the surest way to capture tlie cubs, for It 
would be useless to attempt to dig them out, as the 
cave nilglit extend back forty or llfty feet Into tlie side 
of tho hill, mountain or rocky bluff. The trap Is set 
near enough to the mouth of tho cave so that the cubs 
may see their mother wlien thiy.- get to the opening, 
and yet far enough aWay to prevent their reaching tho 
den again before the hunters Intercept them, as they 
might try to do if several weeks old. Sometimes the 
whole family may be broken u)) in this way, the he- 
bear being shot or roped when he ventures out. 

This ajiplles more to black or brown cinnamon 
bears than to the grizzly or .silver tip. It's a eerious 
proposition to catch one of these larger bears in a 
steel trap that will liold her, or to ropo and - capture 
the male, hut the cubs can sometimes be got in thlH 
way by two or three experienced hunters, provided the 
mother is caught near the cave in a trap strong 
enough to hold her. Most of the bears you see In 
snows are secured in this manner, as bears never 
breed In captivity, and never breed if for any reason 
tliey were too poor to hibernate, but had to forage 
throughout the winter for food.— Isaac Motes 

"THE LITTLE DOG BOY"

The little dog boy "was Sir h^dwin Landseor. 
While ^3tlll a curly-lieaded boy, he entered as a stu- 
dent, the Royal Academy and was given this odd 
name by Fusch, a. noted artist, in ^vhose cliiss he 
was. Attracti-'d, :\ ( many were, by his talents and 
gentle way.s. Fusch used to call him bis '■little dog 
bov," because he -^vas so fond of drawing ami jialnt- 
ing dogs of nil khius; at an .-ige, too, when many 
children are afraid even to play with them. 

When a little older, I'ldwin asked his father,' who 
was an eminent engraver, to teach him to draw and 
paint. His father gave him some instruction, but 
wlf-ely told his little son he could not make him a 
painter, that Nature was the only school, and Ob- 
sorvjitlon the best teacher. If he wanted to succeed, 
he must think about all the things he saw and try 
to copy them, So he was sent with hla two brothers, 
who had tho same tastes, If not Edwin's rare gifts, 
to play on Hanijistead Heath. Nor was it long be.*'()n! 
he made it, and all out of doors, his studio. Ho 
clcsely observed the donkeys and the old horses that 
were grazing on tho common, and -was soon able to 
sketch them so well as to astonish every one. His 
favorite toys were j)enclls and brushes, for he early 
learn.ed to iialiit. But lie was none the less a boy 
for being an artist, and so Kdwln and his hrother.-i 
had fun together, as a picture ho [lainted In the.se 
I)lay-days suggt-sts. It w.is good enough to be sold 
and was called "The Misclilef I\I:ikers." A mis- 
chievous boy, perhaps one of the brothers, has fasten, 
ed a piece of wood to the tall of a mischievous-look- 
ing donkey. Probably an Incident in some frolic on 
the common. ' ' 

In the South Kensington Museum there are, or 
were, many of young Lapdseer's works, of which the ' 
most remarkable Is a little donkey's head in black 
lead, marked— It seems incredible! — "B. Landseor. 
Five years old." When ordinary children of his ago 
were playing with toy , animals, this Infant genius 
was drawing and painting them from life. 

The little artist was always studying animals. 
Whenever allowed to go to shows of wild beasts, it 
is said, he never went without Ills sketcli-linok. And 
what other boj-s were only curious about, and 
amusi'd by, h'.' closely obser\-ed; drawing and paint- 
ing tho animals with the greal(.st Industrj-. lie 
made such rajild progress In hl.s art that at thirti'on 
he was permitted to exhibit a picture of "A Pointer 
and a fJupiiy," als(j one of ".Mr. Simiikln's .^Inli-," m.-u- 
tioned in the catalogue as by "Master E. Landseer." 
One of his earlle-st oil palntliig.s— hla skill was not 
confined to animals—was a portrait of a babv sister 
toddling about in a bonnet much too large for lier. 
From his boyhood, Landseer loved to read and re-read 
Scott's delightful novels, and many of liis earlier 
sketches were of ids favorite scenes and cliaraeters. 
Among his etchings Is one of .Sir Walter and Ladv 
Scott, His brush was never idle. The list of his 
works,. as child and youth, is n long reconl of tho 
"little dog-boy'.s" untiring industry. 

. When not quite nineteen, in^ took a small cottage, 
with, of course, a studio, in St. .lohn's Wood; and soon 
raftep.sotting up for himse-lf, wltli his sister for com- 
panlon''and housekeeper, ho received a premium from 
the British Institute for that amusing picture called 



"The Larder Invaded." A llttlo later his celebrated 
"Cat's Paw" was painted; also "The monkey's device 
for, eating liot chestnuts," -wlilch made him famous. 
It sold for a hundred pounds, and is now valued at 
three thousand or more. What made his pictures so 
remarkable when the "little dog-boy" became tlio grea^ 
dog-painter, was his ability to give tho animals ho 
pqrtrajred^.the. expression, In face and attitude the sub- 
-'•4eQt'iireajilr63'.,'v- Some' critics have said: "He made 
them' too human," • liandseer's pictures always tell 
their own story. , ,. ;. 

That pathetic picture called .''^Suspense,'.' of the 
noble. hound watching at his master's door, now 
closed to him because his master has been carried In 
wounded unto, death, shown by the blood-Stained 
plume which has fallen to tho ground, eloquently ex- 
presses tho trust and love of the faithful friend so 
sadly shut out. One of tlie best known paintings of 
L.LMilseer Is one of himself called "The Connoisseurs." 

And what lovable dogs' heads Sir Edwin Land- 
seer lias painted! What rolllclcing jjuppies! Dainty 
King Charles, too! The little jiages and courtiers of 
the canine world, with their silky coats and bright 
(■y(.'s! For dogs of high and low degree liavc 'been 
alike Immortalhied by their special artist. Ho Iiad a 
wonderful power over them, and an attraction for 
them that seemed almost magnetic. Once, when en- 
tertaining a, party of friends at his liomo in St. Jolin's 
AVood, a serv.ant opening tlio outer door, several dogs 
rushed in. One, a large and savage-looking mastiff, 
frlgiitened the ladles present. ]3ut the creature, tak- 
ing no notice of them, bounded up to their liost with 
every demonstration of the most frantic delight, as 
If It had found a lost master. Some one remarking, 
"How fond that dog is of you!" Sir Edwin replied: 
"I never saw it before In any life," His friends de- 
clared that it must have known tho great painter, by 
reputation, as the friend of his race. When a lad, a 
lady asked Landseer how he came '"to know so .much 
abo,ut animals?" "By peeping Into their hearts, Ma- 
dam," was the reply. Sometimes he painted very 
flerce-looklng dogs. It is said that when Count 
D'Orsay visited his studio, he would stop at the door 
and call out: "Keexi the dogs" (the painted ones) "off 
nie, Landseer! I want to come In, and am a.fraid some 
of them will bite me. That fellow in the corner Is 
growling furiously." Quite the reverse of fierce, how- 
ever, are the dogs In the popular picture, "Dignity 
and Impudence." 

(,'unning rabbits and stately stags attest Sir Ed- 
win's broad range in animal subjects. He thought the 
stag was the bravest of all animals; braver than- the 
lion, because being by nature the most timid. It fought 
with such despej^ite courage wlien at -bay. 

I'Yom a child he could never bear to ace dumb 
brutes neglected or ill-treated. He thought it in- 
hum.an to tie up a dog jfor any length of time. "Treat- 
ment a man,", he said, "could endure , better, for he 
could take off .■hls'';c6at w'hHef.~the.'p6or dog ha to 
wear his." .': '% '' v ■ • ■N^-'^y --.-w.-; ; 

The ordinary method <rf;' .teMJclhg; and , ..training 
horses ho <Kmsidered " cruel, 'and -.would 'often leave 
his studio to teach the hoMes In his meiadow various 
tricks, his whip, being lumps of sugar. 

The famous painter understood men and women 
as well as he did the nature of animals. He had been 
too well-trained by the teacher — Observation, not to 
have clear jierceptlons, and a keen insight for char- 
acter His favorite expression, wlien speaking of those 
he liked and esteemed, -was: "They have the true 
ring." His love of truth was, no doubt, a great aid 
to his genius, for it made him dislike Insincere, care- 
less work and false effects. 

Animals were not his only subjects, as his fine 
portraits and ch.arming pictures of women and chil- 
dren allow. In many of them some pot dog Is an at- 
tractive feature. 

Ho had the honor of painting Queen Victoria, 
who knighted, and had a strong regard for hlni. The 
young painter was busily at work one aifternoon when 
she surprised him by a visit, galloping up to his 
door — sho -was the young Queen then — with quite a 
retinue. Even In.his early years, it was genius that 
looked out Of tho'ieyes of the "little dog-boy"; and 
throughout Ms 'later life, his persevering Industry 
trained his hand' to i>prtmy with wonderful skill all 
that he sa,w In lils subjects, and made' him world- 
famous in iaft as Sir Edwin Landseer.
